REPORTS ON EFFORTS TO STOP 
PROCESS OF GROWING OLD 


Prof. Eugen Steinach, Austrian 
Biologist, Announces Results. 
of Experiments. 
By the Associated Press. 


VIENNA, Feb. 6.—Prof. Eugen 
Steinach, biologist, who has devoted 
his career to a study of why men 
grow old, announced today the re- 
sult of new experiments which were 
most interesting and seemingly sig- 
nificant. 

His conclusion that “the process 
of growing old can be reversed” 
was published by the Vienna Klin- 
ische Wohenschrift. 

The scientific term he used for 
stopping or even turning back age 
was “reactivation” of organs and 
tissues, the-word being held to be 
more accurate than “rejuvenation.” 

The present series of experiments 
on men and animals by Prof. Stein- 
ach was concerned with a study of 
male hormones in the circulatory 
system after completion of a Stein- 
ach operation. The professor said 
a microscopic examination disclosed 
improved bloor circulation to the 
brain through enlargement of cap- 
illaries. He reported that heart 
muscles took on a youthful tone, 
and that growth of hair and in- 
crease in weight were observed. 


FOREIGN FIRMS IN RUSSIA 
TO BE TAXED ON BUSINESS 


One-Fourth of 1 Per Cent on 
Credit as Well as Cash 
Transactions. 

By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Feb. 6.—American and 
other foreign concerns represented 
here henceforth will be taxed one- 
fourth of 1 per cent on all busi- 
ness turnover in the Soviet Union, 
it was announced yesterday. 

A Government decree said the tax 
would be assessed on credit as well 
as cash transactions, and also ap- 
ply on sums involved in the charter- 
ing of foreign ships by Soviet or- 
ganizations. 

Under Soviet law, all foreign 
firms keeping a permanent repre- 
sentation in this country must 
register and submit their activities 
to Government regulations. This 
old law has not been enforced be- 
fore. 

Several American firms have been 
listed here for some years under 
an exception allowing “temporary 
negotiators” to do business. None 
has signified intention of register- 


ing. 
FLYERS ESCAPE AFTER CRASH; 
THREE IN STREET KILLED 


Planes Collide Over Munich and 
Fall Injuring Pe- 
destrians. 
By the Associated Press. 

MUNICH, Germany, Feb. 6. — 
Three persons in the street, includ- 
ing a woman, were killed, but four 
flyers escaped with their lives to- 
day when two airplanes crashed 
over Munich. The airplanes which, 
collided, took off from the flying 
school at Schleisseim, near here. 
Several pedestrians were reported 
injured, as were the pilots and me- 
chanic of one ship. The pilot and 
mechanic of the other ship descend- 
ed safely with parachutes. 

The first plane went down in 
Neunhauserstrasse, one of Munich’s 
chief business streets. It tore down 
the facade of 4 business house 
where the pedestrians were killed 
or injured, and the flyers injured. 

The second plane went down In 
the artist-eolony suburb of Schwab- 
ing. No one was injured in its crash.

Some of the unemployed of St. 
Louis, more bitter than others in 
their resentment of the recent state- 
ment of WPA Administrator Harry 
L. Hopkins that they were “better 
off than a year ago,” met last night 
at Vashon High School to consider 
their situation and give a public 


answer to Hopkins. 

They pointed to the protests of 
Social 
Service Commission, the Missouri 
Welfare League, the Social Justice 
Commission, and other organiza- 
tions against the inadequacy of re- 
lief and said in so many words 
that somebody lied. Several got up 
to tell of their personal experiences 
as recipients or applicants for re- 
lief. 

There was much talk of riot and 
revolution which the audience of 
200 or more received enthusiastical- 
ly. There was much talk about 
white workers and Negro workers 
facing their problems together. The 
audience was about equally divided 
between the two races. Men and 
women were there in about equal 
numbers, many of them husbands 
and wives, and some had brought 
along the children. 


“Must Strike for Rights.” 

Youthful Bob Mason, acting sec- 
retary of the American Workers’ 
Union, an organization of persons, 
white and Negro, on the relief rolls, 
which sponsored the meeting, spoke 
of the unemployed as “facing the 
challenge of tryanny and oppres- 
sion today, just as our forefathers 
did 160 years ago.” 

“They wrote in blood in the 
Declaration of Independence that 
we have a right to life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness,’ Mason 
said. “We must strike for our Bill 
of Rights.” 

He read off a list of the larger 
salaries paid to St. Louisans, and 
said Hopkins must have referred to 
these persons when he spoke of St. 
Louisans being “better off than a 
year ago.” 

‘If We Don’t Get It.’ 

“These are the people. who are 
saying that the Government must 
get out of the relief business,’ Ma- 
son said. “They don’t know what it 
is to go without a meal, but they 
are the ones who are saying that 
all Federal relief will be off after 
April 1. 

“Now we say to these people, and 
we say to Mr. Hopkins: ‘Dare to 
close down the relief offices, and 
cut off relief, and we will come a 
visitin’, We'll come a visitin’ you, 
Mr. Hopkins, and you, Mr. Dick- 
mann, and you, Mr. Park. We'll 
come and see what you are going 
to do for us. We'll make you hear 
the sound of marching feet. We'll 
tell you that we want more and 
better relief—and if we don’t get it, 
watch out!’ ” 


Unemployed, Off Relief. 


Mary Vailes, a 17-year-old Negro 
high-school girl who lives at 4238 
East Aldine place, was offered as 
the first “concrete example” of 
what it means to be unemployed 
and off relief. Mary said she was 
the oldest in a family of seven that 
was cut off relief last November. 

“We haven’t been eating much 
lately,” she said, “and when we 
have a fire, it’s mostly pasteboard 
boxes. Half the time we don’t have 
a.fire at all. My father and my 
mother were both able to work 
when the WPA started, but our vis- 
itor picked me out for a WPA job 
and wouldn’t give them one. I 
had only one more year to finish 
school, and I didn’t want to stop, 
so we were cut off relief. Now my 
father has had a stroke, and my 
mother is sick, and neither of them 
can work.” 

A speaker who described himself 
as Harry Miller, 2328 Warren 
street, said the frost on his win- 
dows was a “quarter of an inch 
thick” because there was no coal 
in the house until the American 
Workers’ Union gave him two bush- 
els last Saturday. He has a wife 
and three small children, he said. 

“T told the relief worker, ‘You 
give me money, or I'll get a gun 
and go out and get it!’” Miller 
said. “And I did go out and get 
it, and the Judge gave me 90 days 
in the workhouse, and then pa- 
roled me.” 

After he had left the platform 
the speaker told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter his mention of a gun was 
not strictly accurate. What he had 
done, he_ said, was to pass some 
worthless checks.” 

Off Relief Three Months. 


Catherine Wheeler, a Negro, who 
lives at 1400 Devlin street, said she 
had been “‘on relief for three months 
and off tor three and a half 
months.” 

“I’m a widow,” she said, “and I 
have a single daughter with me. 
They cut me off because my son-in- 
jaw had a job and made $12.50 a 
week. But he had his family to 
look out for. We don’t have any 
coal and we burn baskets and 
things like that. Now my son-in- 
law doesn’t know whether he has 
a job or not, and my condition is 
bad.” 

She told the reporter the reason 
for her son-in-law’s uncertainty was

Resolution Charges. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Revers- 
ing a previous vote, the House 
Judiciary Committee today decided 
11 to 8 to recommend impeachment 
of Judge Halsted L. Ritter of the 
Southern Florida Federal District 
Court: -The committee recommend- 
ed to the House Jan. 14 that Judge 
Ritter not be impeached on charges 
of improper handling of bankruptcy 
cases, 
Representative Green (Dem.), 
Florida, filed a new impeachment 
resolution, accusing Judge Ritter 


of abusing the powers of his office 
and of being guilty of “favoritism, 
oppression and judicial miscon- 
duct.” 

The resolution alleged that Judge 
Ritter erred in allowing attorney 
fees to a former law partner and 
in accepting cash from the part- 
ner, and that he had accepted cer- 
tain privileges from a_ hotel in- 
volved in a receivership case be- 
fore his court. It also charged 
Judge Ritter had traded his “judi- 
cial power and authority for a flat- 
tering resolution of personal praise, 
politically passed by the City Com- 
mission of the City of Miami, Fla., 
on June 14, 1933.” 

If the House votes impeachment 
Judge Ritter would be tried by the 
Senate. 

The Judiciary Committee rejected 
a proposal to investigate the offi- 
cial conduct of a number of other 
Federal Judges, requested in a res- 
Olution introduced last August by 
Representative Scott (Dem.), Cali- 
fornia. 

Scctt wanted the committee to 
determine whether the following 
had “been guilty of any high crime 
or misdemeanor which in the con- 
templation of the Constitution re- 
quires the interposition of the con- 
stitutional powers of the House.” 

The late Judge Frank J. Coleman 
and Judge Henry W. Goddar, bcth 
of the Southern District of New 
York; Judges Marcus B. Campbell, 
Mortimer W. Byers and Grover M. 
Moscowitz, all of the Eastern New 
York district; and Judge William 
P, James of the Southern District 
of California.

WILMINGTON, Del., Feb. 6.—A 
suit brought in 1932 by Harry Kop- 
lar, of St. Louis, against Warner 
Brothers Pictures, Inc., went to 
trial in the United States District 
Court today. 

Koplar wants the directors of 
Warner Brothers to return to the 
company about $14,000,000 which he 
said was given illegally in stock to 
Renraw, Inc., and to Goldman, 
Sachs & Co. 

Court officials estimate the trial 
will require three weeks. 


SHIP LABOR DISPUTE ENDED 
64 Schooners Released From Tieup 
at San Francisco. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb. 6.— 
The two months’ tieup of steam 
schooners ended today when the 
Shipowners’ Association of the Pa- 
cific Coast announced all seamen 
would be permitted to return to 

work immediately. 

Frank J. O’Connor, president of 
the association, said the decision 
was made after receipt of a tele- 
gram from Victor A. Olander, sec- 
retary of the International Sea- 
men’s Union, recommending the 
ships be put into operation. Sixty- 
four schooners were tied up by 
labor difficulties. 


Huey Long Died Intestate.

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 6.—A pe- 
tition filed in Civil District Court 
today by Charles J. Rivet, attor- 
ney for Mrs. Huey P. Long, de- 
clared her late husband, Senator 
Huey P. Long, died without leav- 
ing a will.

MINERS DOUBLE 
LEWIS SALARY: 
20,000 A YEAR 


Resolution Declared Adopt- 


ed by Standing Vote Over 
Protests of Many Con- 


vention Delegates. 


“SOME OF US GOING 
BAREFOOT,” ONE SAYS 


Pay Increases Also Voted 
for Other Union Officers 


—Vice-President and Sec- 
retary to Get $18,000. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6. — The 
United Mine Workers voted today 
to increase the salary of their pres- 
ident, John L. Lewis, from $12,009 
to $25,000 a year. 

A large number of delegates 
strenuously protested against this 
increase and increases for other of- 
ficers. The increase makes Lewis 
one of the highest paid union lead- 
ers in the country. Some labor men 
said that no other union president 
ever received more than $20,000. 

Patrick Fagan of Pittsburgh, act- 
ing chairman, declared the resolu- 
tion for the increases adopted on a 
standing vote. Dozens of delegates 


protested, but Fagan shut them off 
by introducing Representative Vin- 
son (Dem.), Kentucky, a _ guest 
speaker. Heated debate preceded 
the vote. 


Other Salaries Increased. 

The salaries of Vice-President 
Philip Murray and Secretary Thom- 
as Kennedy, were increased from 
$9000 to $18,000 a year. 

Other increases: 
the journal, from $4000 to $7000; 
executive board members’ from 
$3600 to $6000; convention delegates 
from $10.50 a day to $12.50 a day. 

J. W. Norrish, delegate from the 
Indiana district said: “We have 
miners that are going barefoot. 
Isn't the present salary plenty to 
sustain anyone in a standard of de- 
cency and health?” 

The convention 
tend jurisdiction to coal pro- 
cessing plants, thus opening the 
way for a new fight between indus- 
trial and craft unions. 

Heretofore, the miners claimed 
the right to organize all workers 
“employed in and around coal 
mines, coal washeries and coke 
ovens on the American continent.” 
Coal processing plants were added 
by amendment to the constitution. 

By-product coke plant workers 
have been seeking, without success, 
an industrial union charter from 
the American Federation of Labor. 
The federation executive council a 
few weeks ago instructed William 
Green, president, to investigate 
whether the by-product workers 
could establish a union that would 
stand on its own feet. 


New Fight Expected. 


Numerous craftsmen are em- 
ployed in the by-products plants. 
The United Mine Workers take in 
all craftsmen at the mines and 
coke ovens, and now probably will 
seek to enroll skilled workers at 
the by-products plants. Observers 
predicted that such a move would 
open a new fight between Lewis 
and the A. F. of L., which is con- 
trolled by craft unionists. 

The convention voted down a 
proposal to curb the appointive 
powers of the international offi- 
cers, after John F. Sloan of West- 
ville, Ill., had urged election of all 
officers by the rank and file. 

Percy Tetlow, bituminous coal 
commissioner, told the convention 
yesterday to prepare for “a crisis” 
in the soft coal industry within 
three months if the Supreme Court 
holds the Guffey Act unconstitu- 
tional. 

“You will be faced with wage 
reductions because’ the present 
price schedule will not support the 
present wage level,” he said. “I 
say this to you so that you can be 
prepared to meet this situation.” 

Tetlow said the Guffey Act was 
“the only sensible step ever taken 
to meet the industry's problems” 
since he entered the mines 50 years 
ago. He decried the numerous in- 
junctions against its enforcement. 
As a result of such Court action, 
he said, sales realization by the 
operators in many districts now 
was 30 to 40 per cent below the 
cost production. 

For Natural Agreements. 

Tetlow urged the miners to con- 
tine their national bituminous 
agreement with the operators and 
not to go back to district agree- 
ments. The power to negotiate 
agreemenis, he added, should be 
left in the hands of the union's in- 
ternational officers. 

Previously, Charles N. Hosford

20 Pursuit Planes Defend City 
Against Invading Force From 
Concord (N. H.) Base.

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—New York- 
ers got an idea of what war in the 
air would be like today, when 20 
pursuit planes engaged in mock bat- 
tle with an invading force as a part 
of the Army’s winter maneuvers, 

Not a shot was fired, but the op- 
posing forces “fought” for 20 min- 
utes over the Battery, on the tip of 
Manhattan, within sight of thou- 
sands of spectators. 

The attacking force of 10 bombers 
and 10 attack planes invaded the 
city from its base at Concord, N.

Policemen were 
assigned to points from 200 to 600 

miles outside the city limits.

ICE IN THE MISSISSIPPE 
I$ HEAVIEST SINCE 1928 


Blocks Jam River From Bank to 
Bank in Places as Far 
South as Cairo. 

Blocks of ice that have accumu- 
lated in the Mississippi River dur- 
ing the present cold wave, causing 
jams that give the stream the ap- 
pearance of being frozen solidly 
from bank to bank in many places, 
are the heaviest since the winter of 
1928, the Weather Bureau reported 

today. 

The jamged condition prevails 
as far south as Cairo, Ill., 175 miles 
south of St. Louis, and the river is 
not navigable north of that point, 
the bureau reported. In many 
places, it was said, it is possible 
to walk across the river on the 
closely-packed ice blocks.

BOY ADMITS KILLING 
WRITER IN CABIN 


Youth Who Reported Shooting 
to Officers Confesses at 
Albuquerque. 


By the Associated Press. 
ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., Feb. 6. 


—Modesto Trujillo, 16 years old, 
confessed ‘today, Sheriff Ross Sala- 
zar. said, that he killed “arl Tay- 
lor, 30, roving magazine writer, 
in Taylor’s mountain cabin near 
here last night. 

The boy, who led officers to the 
body last night with the declara- 
tion that Taylor had been shot by 
two masked assailants, admitted, 
Salazar said, that he fired the shots 
himself and robbed Taylor of his 
watch and money. 


Previously, officials had consid- 
ered the possibility that Taylor, one 
of the few uninitiates ever to wit- 
ness the rites of the Penitentes, 
Southwestern Indian religious cult, 
might have been killed for prying 
into the secrets of the cult. 

Taylor had just finished a manu- 
script of his latest article, purport- 
ing to disclose the self-torture prac- 
tices of the Penitentes. 

Trujillo broke down after long 
hours of questioning when officers 
confronted him with a revolver, 
found in a trash pile near Taylor’s 
cabin, Trujillo first admitted own- 
ership of the revolver and then 
made a full confession, the Sheriff 
said. 

Officers immediately accompa- 
nied the boy to the site of the 
cabin, near a colony of Penitentes, 
to find the place where Trujillo 
said he had hidden the money.

Engineers, Reporting to 
Senate Committee, Say 
Government Building of 
All Warships Also Would 
Cut Cost. 


ONE CRUISER WOULD 
BE $909,000 LESS 


Fleet of 17 Vessels a Year 
and Munitions Could Be 
Turned Out by $47,169,- 
000 Expenditure for 
Equipment. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—En- 
gineers of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission estimate. today that 
the Government, by spending $47,- 
169,000, could acquire equipment to 
build a fleet of 17 warships annual- 
ly at a price lower than in private 
yards, and manufacture a large 
portion of its own powder and ma- 
chine guns as well. 3 

F. W. Amadon,: senior civil en- 
gineer, and Charles H. Spencer, 
chief valuation engineer, appeared 


before the Senate Munitions Come 
mittee to report on a study of pro- 
posals that the Government build 
all its warships and manufacture 
its own munitions, Some navy ves- 
sels are built now in its own yards, 
some by private companies. 

The two engineers led off with 
an estimate that Government ship- 
yards could build a cruiser for $14,- 
085,204, which was described as 
$909,463 less than a similar ship 
costs in the New York Shipbuilding 
Co. yards. Spencer called the New 
York company “a cheap operator.” 


Navy Yard Extension Cost. 


The cost of fitting out navy yards 
to handle all Government construc- 
tion was estimated at $23,604,860; 
the remainder of the $47,169,000 
total would go for munitions plants 
and airplane factories. 

Cost of building the ships con- 
sidered would be $150,000,000 te 
$175,000,000 a year, Amadon fig- 
ured. With this money he estimat- 
ed a program could be started 
which would permit eventual com- 
pletion annually in navy yards of 
one battleship, one aircraft carrier, 
one heavy cruiser, one light cruis- 
er, 10 destroyers and three sub- 
marines. ° 

Under the program he projected, 
he continued, the Navy could main- 
tain a fleet strength of 20 up-to- 
date battleships, compared with 15 
at present; 20 aircraft carriers, com- 
pared with four at present; 20 
heavy cruisers, compared with 16; 
20 light cruisers, instead of 10; 
200 destroyers, compared with a 
present force of 201, of which he 
said 193 were over age, and 45 sub- 
marines, compared with a present 
strength of 42 not over age and 41 
over age. 

He said there now are 60 ships 
under contract to private concerns 
and 24 more authorized to supple 
ment the existing fleet. 


Proposes Taking Over Colt. 


Spencer outlined a proposal which 
included taking over the Colt Pat- 
ent Firearms manufacturing plant 
at a cost of $8,815,413, which he es- 
timated as the reproduction ex- 
pense. This company, the commit- 
tee explained, provides most of the 
machine guns required by the mili- 
tary forces. 

For the manufacture of airplane 
engines and airplanes, Spencer 
computed that the reproduction 
cost of Pratt-Whitney Aircraft Co., 
Chance Vought Co. and the United 
Airports, Incorporated, would be 
$11,108,938, while for production of 
powder at the du Pont Powder Co, 
plant at Carney’s Point, cost of re- 
production would be $2,563,085. 

In addition, the engineer estimat- 
ed $1,075,000 would be necessary to 
build an acid plant at Carney’s 
Point. 

Vandenberg’s Question. 

After a general discussion of ship- 
building costs, Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, asked: 

“Would it be fair to say that the 
typical ship, hull and machinery 
(not including armament and cer- 
tain other items) can be produced 
in the navy yard for approximately 
$10,000,000; that the same thing 
costs $11,500,000 in private yards, 
and that the private yard figures 
show a spread of $3,000,000 profit?” 

“That’s right,” said Spencer.

Quiet in Ethiopia, Accord- 
ing to Communique, Ex- 
cept for Air Bombing 
Southwest of Makale.

ROME, Feb. 6.—Rumors circu- 
lated in informed quarters today 
that Marshal Pietro Badoglio, Com- 


mander-in-Chief of the East Afri- 
can armies, with headquarters on 
the northern front, would be re- 
called soon to resume his post as 
Chief of Staff. 

Sources familiar with the mili- 
tary situation thought Gen. Badog- 
lio’s recall was likely in view of 
the Supreme Defense Commission’s 
concentration of precautions against 
any possibility of a European war 
resulting from the conflict in Ethio- 
pia and League of Nations sanc- 
tions. The defense Commission was 
called today to hold. its second 
meeting this week. 

The Government received an of- 
ficial communique from the war 
zone stating: “There is nothing es- 
pecial on either front. The air 
corps bombarded enemy groups 
southwest of Makale.” 

Premier Mussolini conferred for 
an hour with army corps command- 
ers previous to the Defense Com- 
mission’s meeting. 

High Fascist sources said the 
party would be militarized further, 
to take charge of internal events 
in Italy, in the event of a European 
war. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Achille Star- 
ace, Fascist party secretary, pre- 
sided at a meeting of all Federal 
secretaries in the kingdom, and it 
was understood this plan was dis- 
cussed. Fascist sources said high 
army officers,- members of the 
party, would get important posts in 
the organization to aid in the 
transformation. * 

In the event of war, the party 
would take over such functions as 
transferring the populace from 
coastal cities to hill towns, distrib- 
uting gas masks, seeing that houses 
were protected against gas attacks 
and other similar services. 


Italy Said to Have Enough Oil for 
Six or Seven Months. 
By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Feb. 6.—Officials of 
the League of Nations said today 
the statistics in possession of the 
committee of experts examining 
the possibility of an oil embargo 
against Italy showed that Italy 
would exhaust its oil supplies with- 
in six or seven months in the event 
of an airtight embargo. They said 
that Italy ordinarily consumed l1,- 
500,000 tons of oil annually but at 
present was using 2,500,000 tons. 

The oil experts were said to be- 
lieve that substitutes for petroleum 
had not yet been developed to a 
stage where they would prove a 
serious danger to the success of an 
oil embargo. 


Korem Region Bombed for Sixth

ALLIES’ CRITICISM 
OF U.S. POLICY IN 
WAR RECOUNTED 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—A story 
of serious friction among allied and 
American leaders over military and 
financial problems of the World 
War was told today in a Treasury 
document laid before the Senate 
Munitions Committee. 

Writing from London July 16, 
1918, Oscar T. Crosby, Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, informed 
Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo 
that there was much feeling against 
United States restrictions on loans 
to the allies. 

“This feeling was expressed by 
Sir Wiliam Wiseman,” said Cros- 
by. “He left for America just 
before Christmas, and before leav- 
ing said to me that he expected tc 
say to our Government that if we 
could not find a way to do more, 
the British Government might have 
to find a way out of the war.” 

The committee presented this and 
other documentary evidence pur- 
porting to show that $650,000,000 in 
allied debts incurred in this coun- 
try while the United States was 
still neutral, were paid off with 
Liberty Loan money. 

Military Leaders at Odds. 

Crosby’s letter, which also told 
of a threatening dispute among 
military leaders, was written soon 
after the Russian collapse, after 
Italy had suffered a reverse, and a 
German drive on the western front 
was impending. 

“While there is no public indica- 
tion of the nervousness which now 
rather naturally hangs over the 
military, situation,” Crosby wrote, 
“both in England and France criti- 
cism of our military attitude is 
rather frequently heard. 

“Gen. (John J.) Pershing has a 
hard time of it, in fact, as he is 
put under terrific pressure to get 
men into the fighting line. Both 
the English and French want every 
man that can possibly be had, and 
think our men should be put in in 
small units with the older troops, 
as in that way they would be used 
at an earlier date. 

Tells of Lack of Contact. 

“The almost complete lack of con- 
tact between Sir Douglas Haig 
(British commander) and Gen. 
(Henri) Petain (French leader) has 
made Pershing’s role a difficult 
one. I believe as yet the three Gen- 
erals have never sat in the same 
room together, and I don’t believes 
this is Pershing’s fault. 

“Petain is described to me by one 
of the French ministers as a man 
of very difficult temper, unwilling 
to hear argument from anyone dif- 
fering with him. He speaks quite 
too openly his low opinion of Gen. 
Haig’s ability (however sound his 
opinion may be), and has made un- 
pleasant references to Pershing in 
ways which it seems to me are quite 
unwarranted. 

“However, a last word came to 
me from my old friend Cambon just 
before leaving Paris to the effect 
that Pershing and Petain are now 
being brought into better relations 
with each other.”

By the end of February about 
275,000 Italians, white and black, 
regular army of the King, Musso- 
lini’s Fascist militia units and na- 
tive Eritreans, will face probably 
650,000 to 700,000 Ethiopians. 

Marshal Pietro Badoglio, com- 
manding the dual Italian army of 
regulars and Fascist blackshirt 
units, is seeking to overcome these 
superior numbers and the mountain 
barriers of Ethiopia with more sol- 
diers from Italy. 

Into a triangular area with a 
depth of 900 miles to the apex at 
Makale, a right angle flank line of 
90 miles and a left angle or flank 
of 70 miles, the Marshal is placing 
more than 250,000 soldiers of all 
categories. Military observers esti- 
mate that by the end of the month 
there will be on the front lines— 
and that means not only the spear- 
haed just below Makale but the 
long right flank and somewhat 
shorter left. one—about 175,000 to 
180,000 soldiers. 

Of this number, there will be 
about 30,000 Eritreans, 50,000 black- 
shirt Fascist militia units. Between 
90,000 and 100,000 men of the regu- 
lar army. Behind that front 100,- 
000 will be engaged in transport, 
communications and road building. 


Where Ethiopians Are. 

The bulk of the vast army of 
Ethiopian warriors has been in the 
region of Lake Aschiango and 
north of there.

With Marshal Badoglio now di- 
recting operations, the war prom- 
ises to become serious.

000 Ethiopian warriors face the 
Italians. In the Harar and Jijiga 
region in the South there are an- 
other 150,000 to 200,000 confronting 
Gen. Rodolfo Graziani and his 
army of not more than 60,000.

Threw Weapon in Pond. 

“Jarrett was running down the 
front steps when I got there,” he 
went on. “It was the first time I 
had seen him since I struck the lit- 
tle girl. We ran down Chestnut 
street and into Springer’s Woods. I 
ejected the shells from the revolver 
and threw t.iem into the pond there. 
I put three or four cartridges in 
the cylinder and threw the rest of 
our shells—those we took from the 
transfer company—into the. pond.” 

A little farther on, he testified, 
he took the revolver and the sack 
of cash which he said Jarrett was 
carrying, and hid them in some 
weeds near the Rambo home. Then, 
he testified, he and his companion 
separated, after agreeing to tell 
nobody what had occurred. He 
climbed the porch, got in “his bed 
room window and went to bed. 

Arrested Next Day. 

He was arrested next morning by 
policemen who had for weeks sus- 
pected that he and Jarrett had 
been committing petty thefts in 
Edwardsville. After their arrest, 
both youths made statements, in 
which Rambo admitted he- killed 
Higgins, and Jarrett admitted he 
had entered the Higgins home with 
his pal. Jarrett subsequently repu- 
diated his statement and is expect- 
ed to contend that he was home in 
bed when Higgins was murdered. 

The story of the murder of Hig- 
gins was related yesterday by the 
State’s first witness, Mrs. Louise 
Higgins, who told of finding her 
husband dying of a bullet wound 
in the chest, after she had been 
awakened by the screams of their 
daughter, 

“I was awakened about 1:30 
o’clock by my daughter,” she said 
in a composed voice. “I ran into 
her bedroom in the front of the 
house. A man was standing over 
her, He turned like a flash. He 
hit me in the mouth and ran to- 
ward the kitchen. 

Finds Husband’s Body. 

“T turned on the light. My daugh- 
ter was bleeding from wounds on 
the head. Later seven stiches were 
required to repair her injuries. As 
the man ran out, my husband, who 
had got up, ran after him. After 
I had seen my daughter I ran to 
help my husband. i found him 
on the back porch.” 

Dr. J. A. Hirsch of Edwardsville, 
physician who was called to the 
Higgins home, told of finding Hig- 
gins dead when he arrived. The 
Deputy Treasurer, he said, had 
been shot in the heart. Similar tes- 
timony as to the nature of the 
wound was given by Dr. W. W. 
Billings, of Alton, the Coroner, and 
Deputy Coroner Charles W. Marks 
of Edwardsville, 

Two Neighbors Testify. 


Two neighbors of the Higginses, 
Mrs. Helen Brady and her daugh- 
ter, Miss Helen Brady, told cf be- 
ing awakened by the commotion in 
the house next door. Miss Brady 
testified she saw one man run from 
the Higgins home and disappear 
after crossing the yard behind the 
Brady home.

KAJIWARA TO LEAVE 
ST. LOUIS AND GO EAST 


Portrait Photographer and 
Fainter Decides to Hunt Pros- 
perity Around the Corner, 


Takuma Kajiwara, portrait pho- 
tographer and painter, announced 
his decision today to remove from 
St. Louis to New York, after con- 
ducting his studio here for 31 


years. 

“The last few years,’ he said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “I hear a 
great deal of talk of better times 
around the corner, so I thought I 
would go around the corner and 
find out for myself.” 

In New York, Kajiwara said, he 
plans to give his time to painting. 
“If there is a demand for artistic 
photography, I can do it,” he said, 
“but not a regular photographic 
studio.” A commission for a por- 
trait here, the subject of which is 
now in Florida, will keep him from 
making his departure before next 
month, 

The last few years have been 
none too bountiful for portrait 
makers, either with camera or with 
brush, in St. Louis or elsewhere, 
including New York, but Kajiwara 
indicated that the depression was 
not the only cause of his dissatis- 
faction with St. Louis conditions. 

“Portrait photography in _ St. 
Louis has become more commer- 
cialized,” he said, “more a matter 
of high pressure’ salesmanship. 
Commercial photography is all 
right photographs of banquet 
crowds and the like, and some good 
work in that line is being done 
here, but I feel that portrait pho- 
tography should have more dig- 
nity attached to it. 

“Society girls are called up al- 
most daily, and invited to have pic- 
tures made which will cost them 
nothing. It is stated that some 
newspaper wants the picture, 
though the newspaper may never 
have asked for it, and has its own 
photographers, anyway. If the girl 
is at a hotel dancing, she is urged 
to go upstairs and have a picture 
made. 

“I. just have not the aptitude for 
those high-pressure methods. I 
would not say that a portrait pho- 
tographer, like a lawyer or a doc- 
tor, should never solicit clients, but 
this commercialized and specula- 
tive business just is not. in my line.” 

Recognition whic’ Kajiwara’s 
work has received in exhibitions 
in New York has caused him to 
believe that he will find there a 
better opportunity for artistic suc- 
cess and livelihood. He has not 
completed plans for his new studio. 

Kajiwara, member of a family 
of the Samurai, or Japanese feudal

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BLOOD TEST IN INQUIRY 
INTO ILLNESS OF SEVEN 


Carbon Monoxide Found 
Veins of One Who Was 
Affected at Belleville. 


in 


Carbon monoxide was found 
in the blood of one of the seven 
persons who became ill in a Belle- 
ville home last Monday, according 
to an analysis made by Dr. R. B. 
H. Gradwohl, St. Louis pathologist. 

The test was ordered by Coroner 
W. W. Boyne of St. Clair County 
in his investigation of the death 
of Miss Catherine Heinemann, 63 
years old, after becoming ill in her 
home, 11 South Firgt street, Belle- 
ville. 

The blood specimen was obtained 
from Charles Rockwell, 83, a room- 
er in the Heinemann home, who 
is at St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, Belle- 
ville, suffering from a brain stroke, 
apparently a result of the attack 
of illness. 

Woman Collapses Again. 

Mrs. Daisy Reese, proprietor of 
a beauty parlor in quarters adjoin- 
ing the Heinemann home, one of 
those overcome Monday, collapsed 
again today in the shop and was 
taken to the hospital. Arthur Brad- 
bury, superintendent of the mine 
Rescue station at Belleville, exam- 
ined the place immediately after 
she was taken away and reported 
finding traces of carbon monoxide 
fumes around a coal stove. 

Belleville officials have asked 
that investigators be sent from the 
State Department of Health to aid 
in the inquiry. Fire Department 
investigators found a gas range in 
the Heinemann home anda gas 
heater in the beauty parlor, both 
without vents. Carbon monoxide 
could be formed as a result of im- 
proper combustion of gas or coal, 
due to lack of oxygen, it was said. 

Two investigators of the State 
Department began an inquiry to- 
day at Hartford, Madison Coun- 
ty, into the cause of illness of sev- 
en . ersons in two store and apart- 
ment buildings there yesterday. 

Favors Further Study. 

H. A. Stafford, sanitary engineer 
in charge of the investigation, said 
it appeared the trouble wa#due to 
carbon monoxide fumes, but that 
further study would be necessary.

Merely Obeying the Riles, 
Says Administrator of St. 
Louis Projects. 


About 15,000 outdoor Works 
Progress Administration workers, 
who have done virtually no work 
during the last two weeks because 
of the severe cold weather, have 
been required to report at the 
scene of their jobs five days each 
week, only to be told, in most in- 
stances, that there was no work 
for them. | 

Under the “security” wage scale 
of $55 a month, the men are paid 
whether or not the work is inter- 
rupted by weather conditions, but 
to remain on the payroll they must 
report for work. For many of 
them this has meant long walks 
in the cold or spending a dollar a 
week out of their small earnings 
for street car fares, for no purpose 
except to meet the regulation. 

Joseph Amend, WPA adminis- 
trator, said today to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the rule was necessary 
“because if we didn’t have it, every- 
body would be his own weather 
man and decide for himself when 
to work and when not to.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, announced 
last night that the A. F. of L.

Dental Society Expects Reports in 
Two Weeks on Effectiveness 
of Hartman Methed.

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MAYOR CONSIDERING 
NEW SMOKE ORDINANCE 


Would Place Enforcement in 
Hands of Health Instead of 
Safety Department. 


The city administration has un- 
der consideration the drafting of a 
new smoke abatement ordinance 
which would place responsibility of 
enforcement on the City Health De- 
partment, on the theory that smoke 
affects the public health, rather 
than on the Department of Public 
Safety under a Smoke Commission- 
er as at present. 

Mayor Dickmann so stated yes- 
terday in letters sent to Dr. Lee D. 
Cady, president of the St. Louis 
Medical Society, which recently ap- 
proved a report of its Smoke Com- 
mittee declaring that smoke in St. 
Louis was definitely injurious to 
health, and to Mrs, Robert McKit- 


of Mamagers of the St. Louis Chil- 
dren’s Hospital, which has adopted 
a resolution against the smoke 
nuisance, 

“There always have been serious 
legal obstacles in the way of smoke 
prevention,” the Mayor’s letter to 
Dr. Cady said in part, “but the ac- 
tion of your society affords me now 
some measure of encouragement in 
that it definitely declared smoke 
was injurious to public health. 


“T am encouraged by your action 
because I assume it will make 
available a source and character 
of proof essential to establish a 
definite connection between elim- 
ination of smoke and promotion of 
public healh. 

“Since your action we have given 
the matter very serious thought 
and are now considering an ordi- 
nance, the provisions of which, if 
complied with, will make a decided 
advance in the sclution of this vex- 
ing problem. I do not know, of 
course, with what enthusiasm such 
an ordinance will be met when in- 
troduced, but I am certain we can 
count with confidence on all the 
support you will ke able to give.” 

The letter to Mrs. Jones con- 
tained similar expressions.

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BOYS TRAINED FOR HOUSEWORK 


Take Jobs More Quickly Than Girls 
, at Nyack, N. Y. 
By the Associated Press. 

NYACK, N. Y., Feb. 6.—As a re 
sult of the satisfactory employment 
of three boys who recently were 
trained with girls for housework, a 
class of 16 boys in domestic train- 
ing, is being organized here. Com- 
mittees of women from Hartford, 
Conn., and Buffalo, N. Y., came 
here last week to find out about it. 

The County Vocational Aid Bu- 


reau, finding a shortage in house- 
hold servants and unwillingness 
among girls to take the jobs in 
preference to commercial employ- 
ment, took two boys, one a Negro, 
into a training class last summer. 
They learned pastry baking, lawn 
mowing, child psychology, nature 
study and how to drive an automo- 
bile. Both are employed although 
only two of the eight girls in the 
class have jobs. Four boys were 
graduated in another class last 
Monday and one got a job that day. 
None of the four girls is employed 
yet.

NEW FARM BILL 
UNDER FIRE FROM 
BOTH PARTIES 


servation Subsidy, Draft- 
ed After 
Knocked Out by Court. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Criti- 
cism from members of both parties 
today greeted the appearance in the 
Senate of the newest farm plan 
drafted after the Supreme Court 
knocked out the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act. 


tion subsidy bill proposed by Sen- 
ator Smith (Dem.), South Carolina, 
chairman of the Committee on Ag- 
riculture, was taken up after the 
Senate had concurred in a minor 
House amendment and completed 
congressional action on the bill re- 
pealing the Bankhead Cotton, 
Smith-Kerr Tobacco and Potato 
Control Acts. 

Senator McNary of Oregon, the 
minority leader, questioned the con- 
stitutionality of its temporary fea- 
tures and other Republicans said 
it would lead ultimately to in- 
creased production. 

Senator King (Dem.), Utah, also 
hinted it was “Socialistic,” but 
Senator Murphy (Dem.), Iowa, 
challenged this, saying it involved 
no compulsion or contracts with the 
farmer, but was purely voluntary. 

Smith insisted the bill’s primary 
objective was soil conservation. 

McNary’s Objection. 

While he contended the Govern- 
ment would not be “handing out 
largesse to everybody, but only 
where it was needed,” McNary said 
the bill contained no limitation on 
the secretary in making grants. 

“He could pay $1 an acre, $10 an 
acre or $1000 an acre,” McNary 
said. 

Smith replied that specific grant 
limitations could not be put in the 
bill because the Government didn’t 
know the value of the lands to be 
taken out of crop production. 

“This bill is not only to conserve 
the soil, but to conserve the farm- 
er,” Murphy shouted. 

Attacking the measure as a 
“subterfuge” which would not 
withstand “the test of the courts,” 
McNary protested it did not pro- 
vide a method of paying the farm- 
ers for the proposed control pro- 
gram. 

An expert appearing before the 

Committee on Agriculture, he said, 
had outlined three ways by which 
the money might be raised for pay- 
ment: A natiohal sales tax, a proc- 
essing tax, and a draft on the 
Treasury. 
“Are we to fly in the face of the 
Supreme Court and apply a proces- 
sing tax,” McNary asked, “or are 
we to place a general sales tax on 
the people of this country.” He 
said he doubted if he would “sup- 
port a general sales tax :for any- 
thing.” 

Constitutioral, Norris Says. 
Senator Norris of Nebraska in- 
terrupted to ask why McNary had 
not suggested in committee that a 
tax be adde/l to the measure, and 
suggested that he propose one now. 
Norris said the bill represented an 
“honest and fair effort” in the com- 
mittee to “overcome a terrible prop- 
osition.” 

McNary replied that he was “one 
of the two who voted against the 
bill,” and added that “I think the 
bill will not come outside the pro- 
hibitory language of the Supreme 

“This bill is constitutional,” Nor- 
ris retorted, “but I doubt very 
much whether it meets the require- 
ments of the Supreme Court.” 
Debate was broken long enough 
for the Senate to accept the con- 
ference report on the $367,770,000 
deficiency bill carrying $296,185,000 
for old AAA benefit payments, $12,- 
000,000 for expenses incidental to 
the payment of the soldier bonus 
and $42,000,000 for social security. 

The bill gives the states a larger 
place in the crop control picture 
than did the Bankhead bill intro- 
duced last week. The Senate Com- 
mittee voted unanimously yester- 
day to substitute the new measure 
for the Bankhead proposal. The 
new bill empowers the Secretary 
of Agriculture to grant subsidies 
to growers to preserve soil fertili- 
ty and follow other production 
methods laid down py the secre- 
tary. However, any state could 
come in under the plan immediate- 
ly, thus gaining the right to name 
agencies to administer it, subject 
to the Secretary of Agriculture’s 
approval. On or before Nov. 1 each 
year, the Secretary of Agriculture 
would grant the states moneies to 
carry out their plans for the next 
calendar year. The bill is similar 
to the Jones measure in the House 
but is couched in somewhat differ- 
ent language. 

States Have Two Years to Accept. 

Under the bill, states must ac- 
cept the program after two years, 
else their farmers will obtain no 
grants. When the Secretary of 
Agriculture comes to determining 
the funds to be allotted each co-op- 
erating state, he must consider “the 
acreage and value of the major soil 
depleting and major export crops 
produced in the respective states 
during a representative period.” 
The farm plan is expected to cost 
about $500,000,000 a year. 

The National Committee on So- 
cial Planning accused the admin- 
istration yesterday of forcing 
through a substitute for the in- 
validated Agricultural Adjustment 
Act and declared this was a “most 
alarming development in these lat- 
ter days of the New Deal.” Con- 
tinuing, a committee statement 
said: “Millions of underprivileged 
in our rural population, who are 
directly affected by the legislation, 


were denied any hearing or oppor-

The House version of the farm 
Plan was denounced in a minority 
report filed by Representative Boi- 
leau (Progressive), Wisconsin, as 
“in reality a bill designed to permit 
the Federal Government to control 
the production of agricultural com- 
modities.” 

Some Republican members were 
at work on still another minority 
report, complaining that the legis- 


lation had been drawn too hastily, 
with no public hearings on it. 


Hope Suggests Three-Way Attack 
on Farm Problem. 

A three-way attack on the farm 
problem was urged in the House 
today by Congressman Hope of 
Kansas, ranking Republican on the 
agriculture committee. His three 
suggestions were: 

Development of the home market ' 
for the farmer; a domestic allot- 
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ment plan to give producers of sur- 


plus crops an equivalent for the 
industrial tariff; development of 
foreign markets. 

Hope recently introduced, with 
advice of House Republican lead- 
ers, a bill providing for payment of 
bounties to wheat, cotton, tobacco 
and hog producers. The payments 
would be based on the domestically- 
consumed share of their crops and 
would be equivalent to the percen- 
tage of their dollar going to pay for 
industrial tariffs. This is gerierally 
the same idea as that advanced re- 


cently by Gov. Landon of Kansas. 

The pending administration soil 
conservation substitute for the AAA 
was conceded by Hope to be “a 
worthy program,” but he contended 
“it will not be effective as far as 
controlling production is con- 
cerned.” 

Hope said the Supreme Court did 
not limit the power of Congress to 
levy taxes for benefit payments. 

“There is, therefore, no reason 
why, on the proper basis, the Fed- 
eral Government may not continue 
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to compensate the producers of 
surplus crops for the disadvantages 
which they suffer by reason of the 
fact that the price of their products 
is fixed in the world market,” Hope

JOSEPH B. ELY DEFENDS 
AL SMITH AS DEMOCRAT 


Says Brain Trusters Would “De- 

stroy His Influence and Be- 

smirch His Reputation.” 

BOSTON, Feb. 6.—Joseph B. Ely, 
former Governor of Massachusetts, 
who placed Alfred E. Smith in 
nomination for the Presidency in 
1932, declared last night in a radio 
address that “brain trusters... 
would destroy Smith’s influence 
with the American people ang be- 
smirch his reputation to achieve 
their own wild purposes.” 

“He is busier today in his charit- 


able undertakings,” Ely said of 
Smith, “than Senator ‘Robinson in 
the passing of unconstitutional leg- 
islation.” 

Ely’s speech was a prelude to his 
campaign to elect an unpledged 
Massachusetts delegation to the 
Democratic National Convention. 
He said Tuesday that such a dele- 
gation was “imperative for Demo- 
cratic harmony” and declared its 
purpose to be “to re-establish the 
party nationally upon the principles 
of the 1932 platform.”

ANTI-RED BUSINESS TIEUP 
IN SECOND DAY AT MONTERREY 


Governor Shouted Down When He 
Attempts to Address 100,000 
Demonstrators.

MONTERREY, Mexico, Feb. 6.— 


Monterrey business was at a stand- 
still for the second day today, in a 
protest against alleged Communist 
activity. 

The dispute, in which employers 
claimed the support of a majority 
of labor syndicates and virtually all 
professional organizations, nar- 
rowed down to a demand for re- 
moval of Teofilo Martinez Perez, 
president of the Board of Concilia- 
tion and Arbitration, which de- 
cides this industrial center’s Jabor 
controversies. 

Members of the Employers’ Cen- 
ter, which organized the shutdown 
of commerce, charged Martinez 
Perez with being a leader of Com- 
munist activities, and appealed to 
Gov. San Morales Sanchez to dis- 
miss him. The Governor agreed to 
receive a committee of employers 
late today. 

Robert Riveroll, a banker, said 
that unless Perez were removed 
banks would discontinue all activ- 
ity in the state of Nuevo Leon. 

The Governor was shouted down 
when he attempted to address 
about 100,000 demonstrators, who 
paraded ‘yesterday § in protest 
against Communism. 

A food shortage began to be felt 
in the city today. Members of the 
poorer classes got milk and bread 
from a committee of merchants. 
Otherwise, no food could be _ sup- 
plied. Hotel menus were confined 
to sandwiches. The shutdown is 
scheduled to end tomorrow. 


DECORUM AT GROATS’ SECOND 
TRIAL FOR MURDER OF KING 


Three Accused of Part in Killing 
of Yugoslav Ruler Nod An- 
swer Instead of Shouting.

AIX-EN-PROVENCE, France, 
Feb. 6.—The second trial of three 
Croats, charged with complicity in 
the assassination of King Alexan- 
der of -Yugoslavia, started yester- 
day in an atmosphere of legal de- 
corum. Both prosecution and de- 
fense, anxious to avoid the confu- 
sion which broke up the first trial 
last November, devoted the first 
day to careful preliminaries. 

The defendants—Mio Kraj,. Zvon- 
imir Pospechil and Ivan Ratjtich— 
answered questions with nods of 
their heads, a departure from their 
shouting behavior at the first hear- 
ing.

HINDU CASTE SYSTEM 


BARS GANDHI'S AlD: 


Former Madeleine Slade Not 
Allowed to Draw Water 


From Wells in Sind. 


By the Associated Press. 

WARDHA, India, Feb. 6. —- Mira 
Ben, socially prominent in England 
as Madeleine Slade, daughter of a 
British Admiral, has come into con- 
flict with taboos of the caste sys- 
tem. 

As Mira Ben, working with Ma- 
hatma Gandhi for the uplift of the 
“depressed classes” of India, she 
was not allowed by the upper caste 
Hindus in Sind to draw water from 
their wells lest she pollute them. 

G. D. Birla, wealthy Indian man- 
ufacturer and friend of Gandhi, 
cited this prohibition in pleading 
for “serious efforts to reform Hin- 
du society.” 

“The intensity of the situation,” 
he said, “can be well gauged by 
the incident in Sind where Mira 
Ben has been doing village uplift 
work. Mira Ben distributes medi- 
cimes, recites Kathas and even 
Brahmans participate in prayer 
with her and accept medicine from 
her. But none would allow her to 
draw water from their wells. Brah- 
mans, Banias, Mohars and Mangs 
all refuse to allow her to ‘pollute’ 
their wells. 

“The Hindu society will suffer be- 
cause of its misbehavior towards 
untouchables, outcasts and widows. 
The Hindu society has to be purged 
of its evils and converted into a 
comfortable home habitable for a 
Brahman (a member of the first 
of the four castes of India) and a 
Pariah (a member of the lowest 
class) alike.” 

“Untouchables” number some 40,- 
000,000 persons who, by custom in 
the Hindu community, are regard- 
ed as unfit for association by the 
“higher classes.” They are barred 
from certain temples and - from 
using the wells of caste Hindus.

EXPORTED IN JANUARY 


$3,000,000 Spent by China 
Alone, Says U. S. Report 
on Licenses.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Ameri- 
can munitions dealers did a $4,217,- 
814 export business in January, the 
heaviest since the Government in- 
stituted an arms export licensing 
system. 

State Department statistics dis- 
close that China spent $3,055,395, 
chiefly for American fighting 
planes, bombs and machine _ guns, 
during the first month of 1936, 
This is+about three-fourths of all 
sales of arms, ammunition and im- 
plements of war to foreign coun- 
tries in that period. 

Under the neutrality law, Amer- 
ican munitions exporters are re 
quired to obtain State Department 
licenses for all foreign sales. Be- 


cause of the embargo applied by 
the act, they are not permitted to 
sell such materials to Italy and 
Ethiopia. 

The report shows that the State 
Department issued licenses for to- 
tal exports of $708,882 in December, 
1935, and $1,333,156 for the period 
from Oct. 10 to Nov. 30, when the 
licensing system became operative. 

China spent $2,791,000 in ‘this 
country for military aircraft, $125,- 
500 for machine guns, automatic 
rifles and pistols; $86,950 for gre- 
nades and bombs, $40,000 for air- 
plane motors and lesser amounts 
for miscellaneous airplane parts 
and ammunition. 

hina’s December purchases 
mounted to only $596, and for 
the first licensing period $232,067, 
most of which went for aircraft en- 
gines. 

Until July of last year, 11 Amer- 
ican civilian pilots—headed by Jack 
Jewett, a former army officer— 
worked under contract with the 
Nanking Government as aviation 
instructions in the Chinese army.

VON STARHEMBERG IN PARIS

Pretender Is Told Restoration of 
Hapsburgs in Austria Is “Indef- 
initely Postponed.”

PARIS, Feb. 6.—The young Arch- 
duke Otto hastened to Paris from 
his exile in Belgium to confer with 
Vice-Chancellor Ernst von Starhem- 
berg, but von Starhemberg would 
not receive him yesterday. An in- 
termediary told the pretender that 
restoration of the Hapsburgs to the 
throne in Austria had been “indef- 
initely postponed.” 

Von Starhemberg tried to head 
off Otto by telephone, but Otto em- 
ployed one of his many Bourbon 
cousins as a “messenger.” One of 
von Starhemberg’s reasons (for 
“postponement,” it was said, was 
that it would facilitate a Danubian 
understanding, since the Little En- 
tente is opposed to restoration. 


Nazis Bar All Meetings 


Of Jewish Culture Groups 


Ostensibly Step to Prevent Anti-Semitic 
Outbreaks That Would Mar 
Olympic Games.

BERLIN, Feb. 6.—The German 


Government, through its Minister 


at Berne, officially requested the 
Swiss Government yesterday to 
“discover and prosecute those be- 
hind” the killing of Wilhelm Gust- 
loff, former leader of the Nazis in 
Switzerland. The Minister said the 
killing of Gustloff at Davos Tues- 
day by a young Yugoslav medical 
student, David Frankfurter, a Jew, 
was “a serious affair which was 
without doubt a political murder.” 

A German official communication 
declared the shooting “clearly was 
a sequel to the Leftist press cam- 
paign against Gustloff, which con- 
tinued despite the German Minis- 
ter’s protests.” 

The Minister, Baron Von Weiz- 
saegker, expressed thanks to Dr. 
Giuseppe Motta, vice-president of 
Switzerland, for Swiss sympathy. 

The German Government yester- 
day forbade all meetings of Jewish 
cultural organizations. Dr. Paul 
Joseph Goebbels, Minister of Prop- 
aganda, ahnounced the order would 
remain in effect until further no- 
tice.

“It was thought that the Govern- 
ment would take no action that 
might jeopardize the success of the 
games in the eyes of foreigners by 
anti-Semitic manifestations,’ the 
dispatch said. 


Court of Five Swiss Judges to Try 
Assassin, 

BERNE, Switzerland, Feb. 6.— 
(Jewish Telegraphic Agency)—Da- 
vid Frankfurter, charged with the 
assassination of Wilhelm Gustloff, 
Nazi leader, will be placed on trial 
within three or four months in the 
village of Chur. A court of five 
judges will hear the case. The 
maximum penalty for the crime is 
15 years in jail, it is said. 


USED FOR GAME REFUGEES 


Tugwell Announces 3,800,000 Acres 
Being Bought by Government 
Will Be Available. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6. — Rex- 
ford G. Tugwell, Resettlement Ad- 
ministrator, announced today that 
more than 3,800,000 acres of land 
now being bought by the Govern- 
ment will be used for wild life con- 
servation. 

A report from L. C. Gray, assist- 
ant in charge of land utilization, 
indicated that conservation of wild 
life will play a large part in the 
future use to which unproductive 
land will be put. 

Tugwell reported that his admin- 
istration, in co-operation with the 


Agriculture Department’s biological 
survey, is buying land in 32 places 


for use as migratory water fowl 
refuges. There are about 745,000 
acres in these areas, most-.of which 
are in the Mississippi Valley. 
“The re-establishment of game, 
with the consequent demand for 
guides, hunters’: accommodations, 
and other services,” said Gray, “can 
add a significant item to the in-

Provisions for Heavy Increases 
in Treasury and Postoffice 
Enforcement Branches.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6. — A 


$989,623,829 appropriation bill for 
the Treasury and Postoffice de- 
partments was reported to the 
House yesterday. The bill allotted 
most of the funds to the Postof- 
fice Department, about $211,000,000 


going topthe Treasury. 

The measure carried provisions 
for heavy increases in the enforce- 
ment branches of the services—the 
postal inspection wing, the Coast 
Guard, the Secret Service and the 
Narcotics Bureau—with funds also 
for the trans-Pacific air service. 

The Appropriations Committee 
said the Postoffice Department's 
part was “based on a volume of 
business estimated to produce rev- 
enue collections of approximately 
$705,000,000, an increase of estimat- 
ed revenues over tue fiscal year 
1936 of about $35,000,000.” 

The Postoffice Department’s 
share of the bill was $5,768,465 less 
than budget estimates, and the 
Treasury's total likewise was $6,- 
175,155 under budget requests. 

Emphasis was given to the $27,- 
332,105 more required to run the 
postal services as a result of in- 
stituting the 40-hour week, but in 
the nearly $50,000,000 increase were 
funds for 3000 more regular em- 
ployes. 

The Secret Service drew $1,050,- 
450, an increase of $187,260 over 
this year’s appropriation. The in- 
crease will provide 50 more field 
operatives, 

Similarly, $194,760 more was pro 
vided for the Treasury’s customs 
service and $773,240 for more Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue employes 
under the alcohol tax unit. The 
Narcotics Bureau was allowed $25,- 
350 more for expenses. 

In the bill for the first time was 
the alcohol administration, former- 
ly an independent agency, which 
was granted $400,000. 

The Coast Guard was allowed 
$24,020,570, a $1,259,255 increase, of 
which $697,500 goes for six new air- 
planes. 

The domestic air mail service was 
given an increase to $12,000,000, 
part of it to expand the number 
of schedules on busy routes.

Division of National Income. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

n your issue of Feb. 1 appeared a let- 

ter signed “Democracy,” commenting 
upon certain statements in an advertise- 
ment of the St. Louis Union Trust Co. 

Your correspondent stated: “One school 
of thought .. . tells us that 2 per cent 
of the American people enjoy 80 per cent 
of the national’income. Another school 
of thought ... informs us that more than 
25,000,000. wage earners and salaried 
workers pull down about two-thirds of 
the total national income.” 

The latter statement was made in an 
advertisement of the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co. and is based upon Government 
statistics, whereas the statement that 2 
per cent of the American people enjoy 80 
per cent of the national income relies on 
no statistics and is without factual basis. 
It is a false statement which has been ac- 
cepted through sheer force of repetition. 
There may be two schools of thought, but 
there are not two sets of facts. 

Your correspondent points out that 
may individuals who receive “from $25,- 
000 up to over $200,000” are classified as 
salaried workers. This is a fair criticism, 
since your correspondent, in the absence 
of information to the contrary, is justi- 
fied in assuming that the inclusion of 
large salaries in the total distorts the pic- 
ture. Such is not the case, however, for 
large salaries, while splendid material 
for newspaper tion of & constitute a 


very small proportipn of the national in- 
come, as your correspondent will discover 
if he examines the Government statistics 
referred to in the advertisement. 

He mentions salaries of $25,000 and 
over. If he will refer to “Statistics of 
Income, 1932,” published by the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue, he will discover that 
the total of all wages, salaries and 
bonuses paid to people with net incomes 
of $25,000 or over amounted to $377,004,- 
881. This amounts to three-fourths of 1 
per cent of the total national income, 
which, in 1932, was $48,894,000,000, ac- 
cording to “National Income, 1929-32,” 
published by the Department of Com- 


. merce. 


If your correspondent cares to make 
further calculations based upon these 
same Government statistics, he will learn 
that people with net incomes of less than 
$5000 per year received 89 per cent of the 
national income in 1932. 

(1932 is the last year for which Gov- 
ernment statistics as to total wages and 
salary payments are available.)

MR. BORAH ENTERS. 


There is an element of high drama in Mr. Borah’s 
bid for the presidency. In the twilight of a long 
and brilliant career, he reaches for an honor that 
might long ago have been his but for the caprices 
of fate and his own personality. Borah will be 71 
next June. No man of his years has ever success- 
fully sought the presidency and it is widely felt that 
the exactions of the office in modern times are too 
great for a man whose “sands are almost run.” Yet, 
in Borah’s case, this feeling may be counteracted by 
his formidable physique and his virility of utterance. 

Borah’s age, however, is far less of a stumbling 
block in his race for the Republican nomination than 
the fear in which he is held by the ruling figures 
in the party, the so-called Old Guard. The Quay- 
Hanna-Penrose-Fletcher dynasty could hardly recon- 
cile itself to a man who, despite his party regularity 
in election years, has always felt free to depart from 
the party creed. Worse, from their standpoint, the 
announced aim of the Borah candidacy is to free the 
party from the domination of the Old Guard. 

Theodore Roosevelt tried to do that in 1912 and, 
while he failed to block the renomination of Taft, 
he plunged the party into internecine warfare that 
paved the way for eight years of Democratic rule. The 
Old Guard preferred the risk of ruin at the polls to 
the abdication of its, leadership. Since history has a 
way of repeating itself, it is conceivable that by 
warding off the Borah candidacy, the Old Guard will 
insure the re-election of Mr. Roosevelt. 

If, on the other hand, the Old Guard prefers vic- 
tory to every other consideration, it would have in 
Borah a candidate more effective from the standpoint 
of vote-getting than any other. Borah’s name is a 
household word. His picturesque features are 
stamped on everyone’s memory. He is a masterful 
orator and his personality is one to capture the im- 
agination. 

It is impossible to tell whether the constitutional 
issue will crystallize so as to form the dominant is- 
sue of the presidential campaign. Mr. Roosevelt, fol- 
lowing his celebrated interview after the NRA was 
knocked out by the Supreme Court, has been highly 
reticent on the subject of constitutional changes. But 
if the constitutional issue should become incandes- 
cent, the Senator from Idaho, who has on so many 
occasions and with such stirring eloquence defended 
the Constitution, would fit the role perfectly. 

In any case, Borah’s hat is in the ring and that 
alone is assurance of a brilliant pre-nomination cam- 


paign. 
A KENTUCKY EXPERIMENT BLOWS UP. 

The advisory opinion statute, promoted by Gov. 
Albert B. Chandler of Kentucky, was short-lived. 
Passed and signed the latter part of last month, it 
has already been knocked out by the Kentucky Court 
of Appeals, the highest court of the State. The rul- 
ing came on a request from the lower branch of the 
State Legislature for the court’s opinion as to the 
constitutionality of a bill to eliminate the State prop- 
erty tax. The Court of Appeals not only refused to 
give its judgment, but said that since the “rendition 
of advisory opinions is not a judicial act,” the ruling 
itself must be considered “extra-judicial.” 

This stand by the Kentucky Court of Appeals is in 
harmony with the attitude of other state courts which 
have had to face calls for advisory opinions at one 
time or another. The United States Supreme Court, 
in 1792, the third year of its existence, declined 
to advise President Washington, and in 1910 the 
Judges unanimously rejected an act of Congress which 
sought an advance opinion as to its validity. The 
reasoning is obvious. If the courts are to remain a 
separate branch of the Government, they cannot be- 
come a party to the framing of laws or their admin- 
istration. 
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PLEASING INTERLUDE. 

More than one significant aspect appears in the 
research undertaken by Dr. Michael Somogyi and 
his collaborator, Dr. Jerome E. Cook, in the treat- 
ment of diabetes, at the biochemical laboratory of 
the Jewish Hospital. As a result of their experi- 
ments, according to a report recently made before 
the St. Louis Medical Society, some patients have 
been restored to an unrestricted diet without need 
of insulin. 

In this project, a telling illustration is provided 
of the enrichment of American life by the talents of 
the foreign-born, Dr. Somogyi having come to this 
country from Hungary. In addition, there is an ex- 
ample of the praiseworthy use of wealth by those 
who have supported the laboratory. 

But an aspect that seems specially pertinent at this 
time is the fidelity with which Dr. Somogyi and his 
fellow workers have adhered to a high ethical and 
scientific standard. As members of the group which 
developed insulin for commercial use—following its 
discovery, which is attributed to Dr. F. G. Banting 
of Toronto—they might have become rich if they 
had chosen to deflect the financial returns of that 
development into a money-making scheme for them- 
selves. Further, perceiving that the use of insulin 
did not achieve the ultimate goal in the treatment 
of diabetes, they carried on, with patience and de- 
termination, experiments leading to other revela- 
tions. The refusal to accept any discovery as final 
while there remains even the faintest suggestion of 
undisclosed truth is one of the chief distinctions of 
the scientific attitude. And, finally, the caution 
with which they refrained from making false claims, 
and the care that was exercised in mentioning others 
who have been working along the same line, com- 
pleted the conscientious score. 

In a day when too many are willing to profit from 
the necessities of others, and when there is a certain 
inclination to be satisfied with half-way thinking, 
the conduct of Dr. Somogyi and his associates forms 
a refreshing interlude. 
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LAST LAUGH FOR UPTON SINCLAIR. 

Upton Sinclair was entitled to a chuckle when he 
heard the news from Los Angeles. He well remem- 
bers how, in the heat of his EPIC campaign for the 
governorship in 1934, he was bitterly assailed for 
inspiring, by his ample promises, a great influx of 
unemployed into California. The opposition had pic- 
tures of incoming pilgrims to prove the point, even 
though some of the pilgrims were later identified 
as movie extras cast in the role of transients. 

Sinclair was defeated and EPIC has sunk into the 
doldrums, but it seems the transient problem didn’t 
end. For the Los Angeles Police Department has now 
expanded its jurisdiction to take in the whole State, 
and has posted 136 patrolmen at the borders to keep 
out undesirable immigrants, It can’t be that the

nomic opportunities, both profusely advertised by 
California boosters. These have attracted transients 
to California in droves whenever weather or employ- 
ment conditions at home were not to their liking— 
before, during and after EPIC.

Sinclair can view that dispute with ob- 
jective calm, for a major campaign charge against 
him has been quite satisfactorily exploded. 
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REAL VS. FAKE CONSERVATION. 

It is rather an amusing and interesting circum- 
stance that last Sunday, just one day before the open- 
ing of the North American Wild Life Conference at 
Washington, a tremendous flight of ducks—mostly 
the species known as greater scaup—rafted into open 
water on Long Island Sound. A survey by Congecti- 
cut sportsmen, in co-operation with the United States 
Biological Survey, indicated that more than 500,000 
birds had landed in the sound. The Audubon So- 
ciety, whose membership includes many fanatical 
conservationists, swept into action with a survey of 
its own and reported that not more than 65,000 ducks 
were present. 

Commenting upon the society’s action, the New 
York Herald Tribune said: “A surprise feature is 
that any representative of the Audubon Society would 
admit that even a paltry 65,000 ducks existed. It 
seems to be the mission of this society to prove that 
game birds of all species are ‘going, going, gone’ to- 
ward the objective of depriving any one or all of 
some 10,000,000 American sportsmen of the compara- 
tively few days of shooting left to them by national 
game laws.” A merry row was thus precipitated as 
to the actual number of greater scaup on Long Is- 
land Sound, but no one could deny that it was a 
huge flight of birds. 

No doubt, the reverberations of the controversy 
reached the Washington conference, where is being 
considered. a conservation program for the future. 
As a matter of fact, the appearance of the greater 
scaup is symptomatic of a wild duck hatch in 1935 
that ranked as the best in eight years. This was 
due to the lifting of drouth conditions in the North, 
which had destroyed many of the nesting places of 
wild fowl and given rise to the panicky claims that 
wild ducks were going the way of the passenger 
pigeon. 

These claims, in turn, caused the United States 
Biological Survey to impose harsh, repressive meas- 
ures on hunting, largely at the instance of fanatics 
who would ban hunting entirely. The latter took ad- 
vantage of a purely temporary drouth condition to 
urge successfully the shortening of the duck and 
goose season, the lowering of bag limits, the prohibi- 
tion of baiting, the outlawing of live decoys and the 
shortening of the hunting day. 

We urge the Wild Life Conference to take note 
of the vastly improved condition of the wild fowl 
population and to shape its conservation program 
accordingly.. That is, it should approve and encour- 
age the efforts made by Jay N. Darling, former 
chief of the Biological Survey, and his successor, Ira 
N. Gabrielson, to restore the resting and feeding 
places of wild fowl. This is being done by acquiring, 
largely at the expense of sportsmen who purchase 
duck stamps, natural marsh lands which have been 
misguidedly reclaimed for agricultural purposes. 

The conference should also demand the repeal of 
regulations which have made it difficult and, in 
many cases, impossible for duck hunters to engage 
in the sport. We should have a longer season, a 
raised bag limit. The use of live decoys and feed- 
ing on hunting grounds should be permitted. A 
recognition that the intemperate restrictions now in 
force have little to do with the real problem of con- 
serving wild fowl would give great impetus to the 
fundamental conservation program. 
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ALL’S WELL WITH THE DU PONTS.

WHEN MURDER IS A POLITICAL METHOD. 

When tyranny rules, orderly methods fail and mur- 
der becomes a political weapon, used by both sides. 
The career of the Nazi movement is running true to 
historical precedent in this respect, and another po- 
litical assassination is recorded in its annals—this 
time the killing of the Nazi leader in Switzerland 
by a Jewish medical student from Yugoslavia. 

The violent action is to be condemned, of course, 
but it was to have been expected. The slayer says 
he wished to strike a blow to avenge the sufferings 
of Jews in Germany. It is no cause for wonder 
that the Nazi atrocities against the outlawed groups 
in Germany should sweep off normal balance occa- 
sional members of those groups or their sympathiz- 
ers, and cause them to strike out in revenge. 

Atrocity thus inspires atrocity. Violence by the 
Nazis causes violence against the Nazis. And the 
ruthless spiral continues, for the reaction in German 
Nazi circles today is for more drastic attacks upon 
the Jews in reprisal for the killing of the Nazi agent 
in Switzerland. These attacks in turn may be ex- 
pected to move other impetuous persons to seek the 
death of other Nazi leaders. 

Has the slayer’s act of vengeance bettered the lot 
of his people? No more than the Nazis’ violence has 
aided the cause of their regime. The shooting was a 
heedless act that exposes the oppressed group to fresh 
suffering. Similarly, the atrocities in Germany ex- 
pose Nazi leaders to the danger of assassination, 
which they realize fully, as is shown by their elab- 
orate safeguards and precautions. Human life is 
cheapened and the social order imperiled by the tac- 
tics of violence, whichever side uses them. 

The slayer’s action is understandable, but it is by 
no means pardonable. His victim’s death warrant 
was written in Germany, but by carrying it out, the 
slayer has greatly jeopardized the hostages held in 
the clutch of Nazi power.

HAT noise of grinding gears heard 
T around Capitol Hill in Washington is the 

result of the effort of Congress to go into 
reverse. After a long, wild ride downhill, 
Congress is trying to stop. For several years, 
it has been saying Yes, now it is trying to 
say No. Congress hopes to resist proposals 
that it surrender further power. It is not 
certain that Congress will fully succeed. The 
important thing is that the effort is being 
made. 

Reassertion of legislative authority is the 
most important issue before Congress, and 
will continue to be for some time. That 
fact is the key to an understanding of the 
confused developments at Washington. 

For several years, Congress has been de- 
clining in prestige and power. Since Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was inaugurated, and for 
some time under the Hoover administration, 
Congress had been handing over its preroga- 
tives to the executive, setting up new ad- 
ministrative agencies clothed with vast dis- 
cretionary power. <As the Supreme Court 
stated in its NRA decision, Congress had 
even permitted the law-making function to 
pass into the hands of private individuals, 
such as industrial code authorities. The 
control of Congress over appropriations was 
partially abandoned by handing a series of 
blank checks to the executive. He was given 
authority to change the value of the dollar 
at will, to raise or lower tariffs and to fix 
taxes, under AAA, by executive decree.

Congress at the same time found itself 
trampled under foot by the courts to a 
degree not before witnessed in our history. 
It has been accustomed to having its enact- 
ments set aside occasionally by the Supreme 
Court. But in recent months, it has been 
vetoed by scores of lower court Judges, 
whose injunctions have for the time being 
nullified congressional enactrnents. District 
Judges in dozens of cases suspended the 
AAA processing taxes. They have nullified 
the Guffey Coal Act, the Labor Relations 
Act, the TVA Act. Liberty League lawyers 
have advised clients to ignore laws which 
they believe to be unconstitutional. 

Congress at the same time has been be- 


labored by strong pressure groups holding a . 
blackjack over its head. Congrress capitulat- ? 


ed to the bonus forces without a struggle 
this time. Many of its members are trem- 
bling with fear at the demands of the Town- 
sendites. 

To make this picture of abasement com- 
plete, President Roosevelt used the impor- 
tant occasion of his annual message to Con- 
gress as an opportunity to occupy the legis- 
lative rostrum while delivering a _ political 
speech to the country, ignoring the theoret- 
ical role of Congress as a co-ordinate branch 
of the Government as completely as Hitler 
ignores his Reichstag or Mussolini his Depu- 
ties. This incident dramatized the low state 
to which the legislative branck has declined. 

Parliamentary government is in ill repute 
throughout the world. Democracy is com- 
paratively new in the history of government. 
Over the greater portion of the earth, other 
forms of government are preferred. Two 
modern nations, Germany and Italy, decided 
that the representative form of government 
was unworkable, inefficient and not worthy 
of survival, 

In our own economic crisis, we came close 


to the same decision and, although we left 
the form untouched, we materially altered 
the substance. Grant that this was neces- 
sary in an extreme emergené¢y. The emer- 
gency has passed. We are back within hail- 
ing distance of normal conditions. The time 
has come to determine whether we shall also 
restore our methods of government to nor- 
mal, or whether we shall follow other na- 
tions in reducing representative government 
to a mere ceremonial, with our Congress 
occupying a position of great ostentation 
and little power, like the few remaining 
crowned heads of Europe. 


¥ . * 
It is not likely that Congress will be 
pressed to yield further ground to the ex- 
ecutive. Not only did it force the admin- 
istration to retreat on neutrality, but it is 
likely to be spared further crowding from 
that quarter because the executive branch 
fully realizes now that it overstepped the 
bounds which apply in normal times. The 
Supreme Court brought that forcibly to 
mind in the Schechter decision, so much so 
that the administration itself went to Con- 
gress and asked for curtailment of its dis- 
cretionary authority to levy taxes—AAA 
processing taxes—-in a futile effort to avert 
a Supreme Court veto of this legislation. 

The fact that the legislative branch had 
to be reminded~by the executive that it had 
been too generous in its surrender of power 
was a humiliating incident, but one which 
served to impress upon the membership of 
both houses the extent to which Congress 
had abdicated, 

The encroachment of judicial authority is 
a much more difficult problem and a far 
more serious one because the courts are not 
subject to public opinion as directly as Con- 
gress or the asmaient 

Whatever may be the final verdict of pub- 
lic opinion as to curbing the ultimate power 
of the Supreme Court, there is increasing 
opposition in Congress to allowing lower 
courts to spread confusion and conflicting 
decisions. Sentiment is growing for with- 
drawing this power from the lower courts, 
as it has been withdrawn in the case of in- 
junctions in labor disputes. It is suggested 
that questions of constitutionality should be 
certified direct to the Supreme Court, which 
would thus have original jurisdiction. 

* * ° 


Perhaps the greatest sapping of the pres- 
tige of Congress arises from its own weak- 
ness in resisting pressure. groups. Its vacil- 
lation in face of pressure breaks down its 
resistance to the growing power of the ex- 
ecutive and the judiciary. Congress encour- 
aged such groups by its weak policy of per- 
mitting wasteful and lavish relief expendi- 
tures. Its surrender on the bonus gives 
further encouragement.

Laid on the desk of the President 
each morning is a neatly typed 
memorandum with wide margins. 
Compiled by the National Emergen- 
cy Council, it is a list of legislative 
proposais favored by Government 
agencies, and it is a rare day when 
the number is less than a score. 

No matter how crowded his calen- 
dar, the President always’ takes 
time out for this chore. Pencil in 
hand, he carefully scrutinizes each 
project and, as he reads, jots down 
his comment. 

In the margin opposite some pro- 
posals he notes, “Not now.” Oc- 
casionally, he pencils “Ok.” But in 
most cases there is a cryptic X 
and the notation, “Out.” 

By this system, the President 
keeps himself informed of measures 
that the government agencies want 
to submit to Congress and main- 
tains an effective check-rein on the 
bills to be known as “Administra- 
tion proposals.” 

Appearing before a congressional 
committee and boosting a _ pet 
scheme under the guise that it is 
an “Administration measure” is an 
old strategy of bureau chiefs. It 
happens under all regimes. To spike 
this practice the President issued 
an order requiring all agencies to 
submit their legislative proposals to 
the NEC, which in turn lays them 
before him. 

The President’s rejection of a 
plan does not necessarily mean its 
end. Sometimes, after a personal 
talk with the President, an agency 
head is able to convince him of the 
need for his particular measure. 

In other cases the President will 
permit the advocacy of a proposal, 
but with the explicit understanding 
that the interested official make it 
clear to Congress that he is press- 
ing it solely on his own responsi- 
bility and not as an Administration 


measure.

BEETHOVEN SONATAS 
FFFECTIVELY PLAYED 


Corinne Frederick Begins Ser- 
ies of 16 to Be Given in 
Piano Recitals. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 

Corinne Frederick started her 
series of Beethoven piano sonatas 
in the Crystal Room of the Coro- 
nado hotel last night before an at- 
tentive and apparently serious- 
minded audience. Three other con- 


certs will follow during which Mrs, 
Frederick will play the first sixteen 
of the thirty-two sonatas in their 
numerical order. Those given last 
night were numbers 1, 2 and 3 of 
Opus 2. 

Hearing the early and infrequent- 
ly played sonatas was a valuable 
experience in several respects. It 
was interesting, for instance, to be 
reminded that the so-called “Mo- 
zart period” of Beethoven’s career 
was a cliche with little basis in the 
essential character of the early 
mfsic itself. From the first Beetho- 
ven was his own man, destined to 
take the whole of life as appropri- 
ate material for musical expression. 
The tempest that was to whip 
about with such an unrelenting 
force in his deep lying thoughts 
had only begun in these early works 
but even the minor explosions were 
characteristic and enough to nulli- 
fy completely the importance of 
those few locutions which were re- 
flections of the musical idiom of 
the period. 

Mrs. Frederick’s performance 
was obviously the outcome of care- 
ful study but besides that it was 
an adventure in dynamic recrea- 
tion, so that the music addressed 
itself as a living communication 
to living people with none of the 
atmosphere of a pious restoration. 
Clearly chiseled phrases, illuminat- 
ing and provocative accents and 
rhythmic impulses that were like 
the uncoiling of a spring, were 
characteristic qualities of her play- 
ing though it Was not until the sec- 
ond sonata, the Opus 2 No. 2, that 
the articulation of the music had 
the forthright clarity and wunin- 
hibited assurance that she wanted 
it to have. The slow movement 
of No. 2 was a fine example of a 
steady, unwavering adherence to 
an idea supported by _ relentless 
physical control and the Rondo 
Grazioso, as a typical mixture of 
Beethovenian geniality—which is 
as smooth and as_ disarming as 


bow from the waist—and explosixe- 
ness, was managed in a way that 
brought out those fascinating con- 
trasts in full. 

Although Mrs. Frederick played 
from the edition of Artur Schnabel 
she did not copy his style but mere- 
ly took advantage of his scholar- 
ship and advice in matters relating 
to the playing of ornaments, the 
placing of accents and the like. 
And it was a profitable evening in 
every respect—for the person who 
was looking for a good evening’s 
entertainment as well as for the 
students and amateurs for whom 
the series was designed. 

The next concert will take place 
March 11 when Mrs. Frederick will 
play Opus 7, Opus 10. Nos. 1, 2 and 
3 and Opus 13—the famous Pathe- 
tique Sonata.

Continued From Page One. 


for the creation of work and the 
prevention of starvation to those 
who have no work, 

“It does propose ‘moderate relief 
appropriations’—which means the 
abandonment of relief in view of 
the number dependent upon it for 
food and shelter. 

“It demands that the public 
works, which has given employ- 
ment to 3,500,000 people, who with 
their dependents number to 10,000,- 
000 people, be abandoned and the 
3,500,000 be thrown back on char- 
ity. 

Tax Repeal. 

“Tt naturally demands the repeal 
of the recent tax measure which 
increases the taxes of the enorm- 
ously rich and increases the in- 
heritance taxes. 

“This loss is to be made up, as 
pointed out at the meeting of the 
great industrialists, by denying ex- 
emptions for children to the tax- 
payers and by increasing the taxes 
of the poor and by adding to the 
list of income taxpayers those who 
barely have enough on which to 
live. 

“It demands the repeal of the 
Wagner law, which has been re- 
ferred to as the Magna Carta of 
labor and which guarantees coliec- 
tive bargaining and protection to 
the toiler in his right to organize. 
It demands the throwing out of 
the Guffey Act, which tends to end 
the cut-throat competition of the 
coal operators, which was driving 
the coal companies to bankruptcy 
and reducing the miners to _ the 
status of serfs. 

“And it rushes to the defense of 
unscrupulous holding companies of 
the type made notorious by Sam In- 
sull, to the end that a few porch 
climbers of high finance may con- 
tinue to enrich themselves by rob- 
bing the stockholders. 

“It proposes to destroy the Presi- 
dent’s social security legislation, the 
most humane, progressive and de- 
cent in our history, by divorcing 
the people’s national government 
from any connection with it. This 
would mean the destruction of the 
Social Security Act and this is what 
is intended. 

“Soul of Predatory Powers.” 

‘If the party opposing Roosevelt 
in the coming elections is honest 
with the people it will incorporate 
all these demands in its platform. 
The so-called Liberty League is the 
center and soul of the predatory 
powers. 

“Its program frankly pluto- 
cratic and asks for the rule of 
money over men as during the 12 
years before Roosevelt’s adminis- 
tration. It abhors all governmen- 
tal activity that offers interference 
with the selfish will of very power- 
ful selfish groups. It demands that 
workers and farmers be ‘put in 
their places,’ and made to under- 
stand that they are mere hewers of 
wood and carriers of water.

SALES TAX RULING ON GOODS 
BOUGHT OUTSIDE OF MISSOURI 


No Levy Required on Products 
Which Are Not Available 
in This State. 


The State Sales Tax Department 
has ruled that goods not available 


in Missouri and shipped from an- 
other State to a Missouri purchaser 
shall be treated as interstate sales 
and not subject to the Missouri 
sales tax. | 

The ruling, based on an opinion 
of the Attorney-General, was con- 
tained in a letter received by the 
Tax Bureau of the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce. It is restricted 
to instances where goods are not 
ordinarily kept in stock in Missouri 
and where the order must be filled 
outside the State. 

Another ruling was that, where 
containers or packing boxes are 
sold to a buyer, who packs therein 
merchandise which is then shipped 
to jobber or retailer for resale, 
such transaction is not subject to 
the sales tax, as the considera- 
tion paid by the final buyer of com- 
modities in such containers in- 
cludes the value of the containers 
as well as the merchandise therein, 
and the ultimate consumer pays 
the tax. 


REPORTERS’ PRIVILEGE BILL 
DEFEATED IN MASSACHUSETTS 


House Shouts It Down as Vicious, 
Refuses to Override Adverse 
Committee Report.

BOSTON, Feb. 6.—A bill to create 
legal privilege covering newspaper 
men and their sources of informa- 
tion, so as to protect a reporter in 
his refusal to violate confidential 
communications, was shouted down 
in the House yesterday. The Rep- 
resentatives declared it would be 
an unnecessary and “vicious” law. 

The measure, sponsored by Rep- 
resentative Philip G..

The girl and McFarland’s mcth- 
er-in-law, Mrs. Norah Kelley, 60, 
were found dead on March 31, 
1935, in their Brooklyn home. Both 
had been strangled. 

After his arrest, McFarland was 
quoted by authorities as having 
confessed he killed the women 
while he was intoxicated and they 
were quarreling with him over the 
custody of his three children.

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$90,000 COUNTY DEBI 
RETIRED IN 3 YEARS 


Pemiscot Tax Warrants Now 
Sell at Face Value—Drain- 
age Equipment Bought. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo., Feb. 
6.—A fair appraisal of property, a 
tax levy of 50 cents on each $100 
valuation, living within the county’s 
income, coupled with good manage- 
ment of the County Court has 
brought Pemiscot County, in South- 
east Missouri, out of debt in five 
years. 
The people of the county give 
credit for this achievement largely 
to Presiding Judge J. Harvey Mc- 
Farland, who was drafted into the 
office five years ago. McFarland 
accepted the nomination on the 
Democratic ticket, but made no ef- 
fort to win the election. Twice be- 
fore he was drafted into a county 
office, once as sheriff, and again as 
collector. 
He was born in Gayaso, then the 
county seat, 68 years ago. The 
Mississippi River changed its course 
and Gayaso disappeared. 


The County Judge serves Pemis- 
cot County without pay. “I have 
made money and saved it, enough 
to keep me as long as I live,” he 
explained, “so I make this work 
my play. Iloveit. I’m at the court 
house every day of the week and 
welcome each day with the feeling 
that something amusing, or some- 
thing fine will happen to me,” 

When Judge McFarland took of- 
fice five years ago, the county was 
more than $50,000 in debt. Number 
one county warrants, usually the 
best, were frowned upon; number 
fives went begging and were dis- 
counted‘ heavily. Now, all county 
warrants are worth dollar for dollar 
at any county bank. “If it were 
possible, and the occasion demand- 
ed,” McFarland stated, “we could 
level off the county books, pay every 
dollar we owe and have enough 
money to run the county for about 
six months without collecting a dol- 
lar of taxes.” 

One of the outstanding services 
the County Court performed was 
in Drainage District 8, which had 
a bonded indebtedness of $634,000. 
When the RFC was formed, the 
County Court appointed a commit- 
tee of 10 farmers living in the dis- 
trict to work out a settlement with 
the land holders and bond holders. 
Borrowing $200,000 from the Gov- 
ernment for 33 years and taking 
$50,000 which was on deposit in the 
bank they will refund the debt of 
$634,000. In addition to this they 
bought a dredge boat and set aside 
enough money to clean the ditches 
for two years, The Government 
loan will cost only $8000 a year for 
the first three years. Before this, 
many farmers in the district paid 
as much as $8000 taxes each year. 

A general leveling off process has 
been made in tax assessments. A 
few years ago the assessed valua- 
tion in the county was $23,000,000.

“We had some trouble with stores 
and one or two local individuals re- 
garding tax assessments,” the 
Judge said.

We found 
out he had an income exceeding 
$6000 a year. This man is paying 
taxes on $50,000 valuation now. 
Some of the foreign stores object- 
ed to our boosted tax valuation. We 
advised the company to get an 
auditor and have an audit made. 
If we were wrong, the court would 
pay for the audit, but if we were 
right, then the owner was to pay 
for the audit. There were no 
audits made.”

ST was somewhat “on the 
Wore " The bidding told him 
that there was a decided 
chance of South holding only one 
heart, in which case failure to put 
up the ace would almost guarantee 
that it would “go to sleep.” But, 
West figured, this was not the only 
consideration involved. If the ace 
were played, where was the setting 
trick coming from? It was obvious 
that East had a great many spades, 
including, probably, some high 
ones, and that the declarer would 
undertake to ruff out the spade 
suit. If the declarer’s hand was a 
true two suiter, with five trumps, 
the case appeared hopeless in any 
event. But there was a distinct 
possibility that the trump suit was 
only four long, and the play of the 
heart ace, setting up two good 
heart tricks, undoubtedly would 
make declarer’s line of play easier. 
So West ducked, and the heart king 
won the trick. Now the cross-ruff 
was started, but West’s singleton 
spade proved its undoing. When 


South regained the lead by ruffing 


a heart, he naturally tried to cash 
his king of spades for a diamond 
discard in the dummy, but West 
ruffed. Dummy overruffed, but the 
situation was hopeless. East could 
not be prevented from discarding 
two spades while declarer ruffed 
the fourth and fifth heart, and 
overruffing declarer’s last spade 
lead. And one of West’s insignifi- 
cant trumps accounted for the oth- 
er, and setting trick.

a new house. 
Usually it. means a newly built 
house, but it can equally well ‘mean 
a house or apartment into which 
one has newly moved. It doesn't 
make any difference whether the 
housewarming be given by Young 
Marrieds, Old Marrieds or by one 
who is single. As for the kind of 
party, it can be any sort that you 
choose: a tea, or a cocktail party 
or a simple evening at home, or a 
dance or a buffet supper. The only 
way it differs from an ordinary 
party, of whichever kind it may be, 
is that the house is always open 
for inspection from top to bottom. 
If it isn’t, everybody will go over 
every inch of it anyway. There- 
fore, the Newhouses should remem- 
ber to lock any unfinished room 
or any closet that is not ready for 
display, because no item in any of 
them will escape minute examina- 
tion. 

Usually a housewarming is given 
by the owners but when they are 
not very prompt about inviting 
their friends to inspect their new 
house after it has become known 
that the furniture is in place and 
everything reasonably in order, it 
is quite possible that a few of their 
intimates get together and give the 
Newhouses a surprise housewarm- 
ing. The first thing that those who 
organize a surprise party must do 
is to choose an evening either when 
the Newhouses have invited some 
one to dinner, or better still, when 
they are dining with one of the 
conspirators. This is to ensure 
their being home (or coming home 
early—which must be managed by 
their hosts) and to prevent their 
being surprised in dressing gowns 
or possibly even routed out of their 
beds. In the first case, they all 
agree to meet some place nearby 
and arrive together. They bring 
food with them and sometimes 
music—in which case it turns into 
a dance. In the second, they take 
possession of the house and the 
Newhouses return home to find a 
party in full swing.

THE CHILDREN OF BUSINESS \WWOMEN 


One of Them Tells How She Handled Role of Mother and Worker 


By Velma Carson. 


N a very busy day at the of- 
() tice when Allie calls to say that 
“they” delivered a tough duck 
so late she does not think she can 
get it done in time for dinner, and 
what shall she do about it, I give 
myself a wry smile over those long 
discussions we girls used to have in 
college about whether we were go- 
ing to have a home or a career. 
What really happened was that 
a great many of us, in the course of 
human events, acquired a home and 
children and then had, indeed, to 
have a career, too. Any misgivings 
I’ve had about the wisdom of com- 
bining home making with business 
have been quickly soothed by the 
realization that my child needs 
grade A milk and orange juice and 
a roof over her head more than 
she needs a mother’s continuously 
guiding hand. ; 


Aside from economic problem, 


I’m sure it has been a good thing 
‘i for my child that a woman of my 


erratic, impatient, forgetful and 
bossy temperament could hire a 
placid, faithful, dependable substi- 
tute. My maternal instincts are 
quite strong; but, frankly, they 
work better in short shifts. And 
having watched other mothers yank 
squalling children around in de- 
partment stores and subways and 
slap them about in parks, I know 
I am not too peculiar. I know the 
nurse is always smoother when [I 
relieve her evenings and week- 
ends. And in the by-gone days of 
revered, calm-browed mothers, 
there was usually an aunt or a 
grandmother or older brothers and 
sisters to “take the baby awhile.” 
The first problem, perhaps, is to 
find that “better mother than your- 
self.” You should have a relative 
on hand or be at home so as to be 
in a position to hire and fire until 
you find one that suits. If you can 
afford both a nurse and a house- 
keeper the problem is simplified. 
But the majority of us have only 
small households and small purses 
and must be prepared to eat over- 
cooked peas. or what have you if 
“she is good to the baby.” 


By hunting determinedly and pay- 
ing a little above the average wage, 
however, it is quite possible to find 
one of those paragons who loves 
to shine floors and make spice cake 
and needs a baby to love. If a 
blooming, dainty baby greets your 
proud gaze every evening, your ego 
can stand eating in cheaper .res- 
taurants and wearing older clothes 
to pay the difference. If more busi- 
ness women knew how really easy 
it is—compared to many an adver- 
tising campaign or sale or account- 
ing job or social tendium—they 
would indulge in babies, home 
grown or ready made as the case 
might require. 


Fathers are a decided asset, of 
course. But I claim that, for those 
cute ones to be found in orphan- 
ages, even one parent is likely to be 
better than none, whatever any- 
one may say to the contrary. A 
spinster who has observed child 
raising over a wide range of homes 
is apt to make an excellent mother. 
Her salary must be adequate, of 
course. People will expect her to 
do better than run-of-the-mill moth- 
ers. They will blame her if she 
cannot afford the best in vitamins 
and exclusive day nurseries, where 
the accidental mother will seem no- 
ble for doing her best with public 
school and barley soup. But to get 
back to methods and results. 

When I left a five months’ old 
baby for the office, I twice made 
the mistake of hiring  officious, 
brisk, business-like, “better class” 
nurses who soon got tired of the 
monotonny of diapers and bottles. 


They also had very definite opin- 
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fons of their own about raising 
babies and annoying executive abil- 
ities. What the working mother 
needs is not another executive in 
the household. It does not take 
long to do all the bossing necessary. 
What she needs is to supplement 
her talents with a hired woman of 


deep maternalism and obedience.

artistic help—housemaids who 

needed careers, if you know 
what I mean—TI told an intelligent 
preacher what I was praying for. 
I was suddenly canny enough to 
look for what men have required 
in wives. (Successful business men, 
by the way, have not sought quiet, 
sympathetic, devoted, home-loving 
women unwisely. They are exactly 
the kind one likes to leave bchind 
in charge of house and children. 
There was a homesick Jamaican 
woman in this minister’s congrega- 
tion who had helped her mother 
raise 14. 

Allie had a lovely British accent, 
a sweet, dark face, normal intelli- 
gence, and a devout heart. A good 
many of the old fashioned virtues 
of church-going women are a# fine 
today for baby-raising as they ever 
were (especially if supplemented 
with good pediatrics). And it was 
something to go to the office every 
day serene in the assurance that 
Allie would know God was watch- 
ing her mix the formula. 

My first persuasion to Allie for a 
rigid following of the schedule was 
that it would save her work in the 
long run. Regular naps would givé 
her leisure time. I added to persu- 
asion the device of letting her con- 
sult my baby doctor who was in on 
the conspiracy. Most people of Al- 
lie’s naivety love “doctor’s orders.” 
Coming from me the same program 
would have sounded like a lot of fool 
notions. But it got to be the same 
matter of pride with her to carry a 
perfect specimen of baby to the doc- 
tor every month as it was to bring 
in a perfect Yorkshire pudding with 
the Sunday roast. 

Woe unto me if I tried to keep 
the child up 15 minutes later or 
suggested applesauce on prune day! 
Not that she had much trouble with 
the mother upsetting the routine. 
The dread of having to go to the 
office and leave a sick baby at 
home stays an indulgent hand with 
the business woman. What with 
an opening of a convention next 
week and a promotion depending 
on it and expenses growing, she can’t 
afford to be philosophical about 
the handful of peppermints or the 
»whooping cough in the subway. A 
bread winner does not dare to have 
sick children. With Allie, of course, 
it was more a matter of pride in 
her handiwork than terror of the 
consequences, 

When Cynthia was three and the 
doctor said she was not only sound 
and bright but had the height and 
weight of a child of four, I walked 
home in quiet thought, ‘a little du- 
bious about the ultimate blessings 
of her being an over-grown girl. 
But for Allie it was the Prix de 
Rome, the Croix de Guerre. She 
skipped joyfully ahead with’ the 
child, returning to my side dnow 
and then to crow, “Did you hear 
what he said about my little girl?” 
‘A year ahead of herself!’”’ 

I think the absentee mother owes 
it to the one who does all of the 
dirty work to let her have some 
of the fun of motherhood, too. In 
spite of the terrific joy in shop- 
ping for those adorable things they 
make for children—(and one of the 
compensations of losing precious 
hours at home is the salary that 
permits this indulgence)—it is gra- 
cious to permit the one who washes 
and irons and bathes and buttons 
to choose some of these things.

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ly pause at the door, after hav- 
ing warned me and instructed me 
completely concerning every even- 
tuality and say, rather doubtfully: 
“Well, good-by. Do the best you 
can by my little girl.” 

Downing the impulse to retort 
that after all it was my child she 
was abandoning to me, I used to 
promise solemnly to keep it safe. 

But a mother must pay a small 
price for the privilege of knowing 
her baby is in loving care all day—- 
that “extra plus” care. The good 
nurse is bound to become “offi- 
cious.” 

No mother need worry: The baby 
naturally turns to the one who 
serves the bottle while it is little, 
but as its mind develops it turns 
to the most interesting member of 
the household. We have all watched 
fathers come in for rather unde- 
served glory often enough to assure 
us of our future place. 

I fitted my baby’s schedule to the 
hours of the work-a-day world. A 
baby can be civilized into getting 
up at 7:30 just as easily as 6 a, 
m. The impersonal hospital starts 
you off at 6 a. m. for the silly rea- 
son that the night nurses go off 
duty then. But you won't be bright 
at the afternoon conference if the 
commotion at home begins at day- 
break, Likewise, so that I could 
know her, I postponed her bed 
time to 8 o’clock. A peaceful din- 
ner is, of course, the reason for 
the usual early bed time; but a 
baby can be conditioned to remain 
in crib or play pen just as easily. 


Y young ‘un was able to take 
Mextensive walks by the tiffie she 


was a year old and motheys of 
my proper suburb, who put their 
own babies under cover promptly at 
6 o’clock, used to look at me accus- 
ingly when they met me walking 
an infant under the stars, but what 
difference does it make when chil- 
dren get their 12 hours of sleep, so 
long as they also get their six hours 
of sunshine? And I used to wonder 
if they had as much undivided time 
with their children as I with mine, 
what with their household duties, 
marketing, bridge, door-ringers, call- 
ers, and all of the other distractions 
that beset a defenseless housewife. 


Besides the two or three hours 
a day allotted to the working 
mother, she has Saturdays and 
Sundays to impress herself upon 
her child. If possible she should 
attempt only jobs where there 
will be some leniency as to hours. 
An occasional failure to get free 
of the domestic impedimenta in 
time to make office hours is inevi- 
table. Sooner or later baby will 
pour its cup of milk on your tai- 
lored suit as you stoop to kiss it 
good-by. 

Also it is a good idea to manage, 
by hook or crook, to get a head- 
ache or a telegram and make an 
occasional home appearance at ir- 
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regular hours. I once saw a nurse 
neglect a child all afternoon in a 
park and then, just before its 
mother was due, carefully dampen 
the corner of her handkerchief with 
her tongue and wipe the tears and 
chocolate-stains. 

Oh, it may not be easy to adjust 
a home and family to a “career,” 
but it’s better than not having one 
—a family, I mean. And thousands 
of children have survived both psy- 
chologically and physically, while 
mamma went to business. 

And I just had my answer a half 
an hour ago as to how it affects 
my child.

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After 20 Years AGAIN a SCREEN F 


WENTY years ago a publishing 
T company in Hamilton, ie 
brought out a book _ entitled 
“Life Stories of the Movie Stars: 
Real Facts about Reeldom.” The 
cover shows a feminine moving pic- 


ture fan in the styles of two dec- 


ades ago peering through a tele- 
scope at stars in the heavens labeled 
with the names of the then leading 
lights in the picture play world. 
Only one of the five, whose names 
were selected for emblazoning on 
the cover, is making pictures: in 
Hollywood today. 

Francis X. Bushman and J. War- 
ren Kerrigan, handsome idols that 
they were, long ago took their last 
exits from the focus of the camera. 
Marguerite Clarke’s star soon there- 
after faded from the horizon. Mary 
Pickford is still in Hollywood, but 
not as a player of parts for the 
screen. Only Henry B. Walthall, 
who played Ben Cameron, the “Lit- 
tle Colonel” in “The Birth of a Na- 
tion,” David Wark Griffith’s his- 
toric picturization of Thomas Dix- 
on’s novel, “The Clansman,”’  re- 
mains. 

Many movie goers whose first- 
hand knowledge of the screen ex- 
tends back 20 years and more have 
noticed Walthall’s return to promi- 
nent parts in the casts of today 
with a satisfaction which has awak- 
ented pleasant memories. 

They recall the fine character 

portrayals which he was giving in 
the years before the war and were 
not surprised at the splendid way 
he handled the part of Dr. Manette 
in “A Tale of Two Cities.” The 
Walthall who was so completely the 
long-abused father of Lucy and 
who later delivered the eloquent 
plea for Charles Darnay before the 
revolutionaries was the Walthall of 
old. Nor were they surprised when, 
as the Rev. Ashby Brand, he vir- 
tually stole the show from Will 
Rogers in “Judge Priest.” Any 
Walthall admirer would have 
known what he could do with that 
courtroom scene and the unusually 
long speaking assignment. 
“ Besides these characterizations, 
Walthall’s other recent work in- 
cludes the roles of Madero in “Viva 
Villa,’ Dr. McCabe in “Men in 
White,” Prof. Barth in John Er- 
skine’s “Bachelor of Arts,’ the 
veteran concessionaire in “Dante's 
Inferno,’ and Abner Meadows, the 
old prospector, in “Helldorado.” 

Walthall’s long career in mov- 
ing pictures has convinced him that 
great moving picture plots cannot 
be had for money. Hollywood, he 
says, has found it out, but has 
had to pay dearly for its knowl- 
edge. To quote him: “Some of the 
magnates thought all they had to 
do to get anything they wanted 
was to sign a check. If the check 
was good and big enough, presto! 
But it wasn’t presto. 

“I have seen Hollywood get au- 
thors of established reputation who 
had done great work in their own 
time and their own way. Holly- 
wood lured them into signing a doc- 
ument. Hollywood brought them 
out West to a big roomy office and 
said, ‘Sit down and write.’ The 
authors asked, ‘Write what?’ Hol- 
lywood said, ‘A great story.’ I have 
seen men sit in a Hollywood office 
for a year, drawing $150,000 and 
producing nothing. At the end, they 
went home. They were sick about 
it. Hollywood was sore about it. 
It wasn’t the writers’ fault.” 

This veteran of the studios is 
convinced that the best movie 
stories are from books and _= short 
stories published as such, and then 
adapted by movie technicians to the 
requirements of picture play. 

He has little encouragement for 
the persons who are subscribing to 
courses of instruction on how to 
write for the screen. So far as he 
can see, they are wasting their time 
and money. His conviction is that 
if they are born writers nothing

Biograph Co. was located on East 
Fourteenth street, New York City. 
There Walthall went looking for 
an actor for a tryout play. The 
man he selected for the part, James 
Kirkwood, declined, but introduced 
Walthall to David Wark Griffith. 
Griffith, in turn, offered Walthall 
work in the studio. 

All moving picture productions in 
those days were one-reel affairs, 
arl “The Convict’s Sacrifice” which 
was Walthall’s first picture, was 
of this length. His moving picture 
debut made, he returned to’ the 
stage for a short time. He went 
with the “Great Divide” company 
to England, but on its return to the 
United States made up his mind to 
cast his lot with the new flickering 
theatrical art of. the screen. 


When Griffith moved his studio 
to Los Angeles for the work in the 
winter season—each spring the com- 
pany returned to New York — 
Walthall went with him. The studio 
was an old building, and the equip- 
ment was crude.

Then came “The Birth of a Na- 
tion.” This was the first large- 
scale production, and considering 
the short period of trial and error 
through which the moving pictures 
had passed, the production of Grif- 
fith was a truly notable accom- 
plishment. Produced in the un- 
heard-of length of 13 reels, it was 
completed in the fall of 1913 and 
first shown in January of the fol- 
lowing year. 

No one was more surprised than 
the producer and the actors at the 
remarkable success which “The 
Birth of a Nation” achieved. It 
played a year in New York and 
thereafter was seen wherever there 
were movie houses.

Creme Brulee, or burnt cream, is 
a rich caramel dessert of French 
origin.

He 
was speaking as a wise man of 
the world. He had been around. He 
had met men. 

He had lived as a slave and as a 
great teacher. And he had observed 
that all men had Something Great- 
er in them than their lives express- 
ed—something more beautiful and 
strong and mysterious and pure 
than their daily deeds.

QUESTIONS FROM READERS. 


S. S.: “Please discuss the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of the new 
contact lenses as compared to ordi- 
nary glasses. Is there more danger 
from breakage when the lenses are 
directly in contact with the eyes?” 


Answer: Contact glasses fit under 
the eyelids. They look something 
like the shell of an artificial eye. 
They are of especial value to actors, 
actresses and others, who for the 
gake of appearance, or because 
glasses in frames would get in their 
way, cannot use the latter. Another 
advantage is that optically it is not 
easy to correct any error of refrac- 
tion by placing a fixed lens half an 
inch in front of a moving eyeball, 
which is the condition which ob- 
tains when ordinary glasses are 
worn. Most patients wearing con- 
tact glasses for the first time ex- 
claim over the clearness and bright- 
ness of objects even though the cen- 
tral vision may be no better than 
with their old glasses. They are 
said to be safe and, as a matter of 
fact, as far as danger from break- 
age is concerned, safer than ordi- 
nary glasses. Contact glasses do not 
cause irritation of the eyeball or in- 
side of the eyelid. They are not 
adapted to all cases, but competent 
oculists are recommending them in 
special instances.
